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A  guide  to  county  and  township  records  in  Indiana  has  long  been 
needed  by  both  local  officials  and  the  general  public.  The  Historical 
Records  Survey,  a  project  of  the  Works  Progress  Administration,  is  the 
first  attempt  to  supply  this  need.  Few  more  useful  fields  of  employment 
could  have  been  found  than  the  survey  of  local  and  state  historical 
records,  even  though  the  work  inevitably  presented  unusual  difficulties. 
The  completion  of  the  survey  of  historical  records  in  Indiana  is  a  source 
of  genuine  satisfaction. 

We  are  indebted  first  of  all  to  the  Works  Progress  Administration 
for  providing  for  the  survey  and  financing  it.  The  National  Director 
of  the  project,  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans,  assured  a  fruitful  product  of  the 
work  by  ably  outlining  it  and  drafting  the  forms  to  be  used  by  the  field 
workers  so  as  to  insure  the  greatest  completeness  with  the  least  likeli- 
hood of  errors.  He  and  his  assistants  have  done  all  that  was  possible 
for  this  nation-wide  survey.  Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State  Director  of  Indi- 
ana, deserves  great  credit  for  his  energy  and  ability  in  organizing  the 
office  and  field  forces  which  have  carried  out  the  project.  To  assemble 
and  organize  more  than  one  hundred  and  fifty  persons  in  a  new  line 
of  work  in  which  there  were  very  few  local  precedents,  and  to  complete 
the  preliminary  field  work  of  a  survey  of  the  county  records  in  all  the 
ninety-two  counties,  at  first,  seemed  almost  impossible  of  accomplish- 
ment. 

An  advisory  committee  has  helped  guide  the  work  of  the  project; 
though  no  meetings  were  held,  its  members  in  many  instances  were  a 
great  help.  A  word  of  appreciation  must  be  recorded  here  for  the  county 
officials  who  courteously  gave  the  representatives  of  the  survey  access 
to  the  records  in  their  offices  and  cooperated  in  the  making  of  the 
survey.  Especially  is  the  state  indebted  to  those  officials  who  made 
possible  the  photographing  of  old  records  for  preservation  in  a  central 
depository.

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PREFACE 


This  inventory  of  Boone  County  records  constitutes  a  part  of  a 
general  guide  to  the  county  archives  of  Indiana.  It  has  been  prepared 
by  the  Historical  Records  Survey  of  this  state,  operating  as  a  separate 
project  under  the  Works  Progress  Administration. 

The  survey  of  state  and  local  historical  records  in  Indiana  was 
instituted  on  February  19,  1936,  as  part  of  a  nation-wide  undertaking 
under  the  supervision  of  Dr.  Luther  H.  Evans.  Samuel  J.  Kagan,  State 
Archivist  of  the  Indiana  History  and  Archives  Division  of  the  State 
Library,  was  assigned  to  lead  the  project  as  State  Director.  In  the 
beginning  the  Survey  was  closely  associated  with  the  Writers'  Project. 
On  September  23,  1936,  The  Historical  Records  Survey  was  nominally 
as  well  as  factually  made  independent  of  the  Writers'  Project.  In  gen- 
eral, it  has  from  its  very  inception  acted  as  a  separate  and  independent 
unit  of  Federal  Project  No.  1. 

The  aim  and  purpose  of  the  survey  of  county  records  in  Indiana 
has  been  to  furnish  the  officials  of  the  local,  state,  and  national  govern- 
ments, students  of  history,  lawyers,  genealogists,  and  the  general  citi- 
zenry interested  in  county  records,  with  a  convenient  tool  for  use  in 
consulting  them.  It  is  the  object  of  the  Survey  to  make  the  valuable 
source  materials  that  are  to  be  found  in  the  Indiana  courthouses  and 
other  public  buildings,  available  and  more  accessible  to  those  who  may 
be  in  need  of  them.  It  is  our  hope  that  the  information  contained  in 
this  inventory  will  arouse  greater  interest  in  state  and  local  historical 
records  and  will  encourage  officials  to  continue  the  improvement  of 
methods  for  the  preservation  and  safekeeping  of  these  records. 

The  field  work  of  the  survey  of  Boone  County  was  begun  on  May  1, 
1936,  under  the  district  supervision  of  James  L.  Taylor,  who  was  later 
succeeded  by  Canis  E.  Brockway,  of  Lafayette.  The  field  workers  were 
Roger  Hayth,  Millard  Leming,  Clifford  Erwin,  and  John  Gourley,  all 
of  Lafayette.  It  was  completed  on  July  3,  1936.  Many  visits,  however, 
have  since  been  made  to  the  county  courthouse  to  check  and  recheck  the 
information  contained  herein,  the  final  recheck  having  been  made  in 
August,  1937. 

There  are  ninety-two  counties  in  Indiana.  When  the  survey  of 
county  archives  is  completed  a  separate  volume  is  to  be  devoted  to  each 
county  inventory  in  the  state.   Boone  County  is  No.  6. 

The  inventory  proper  is  preceded  by  a  number  of  introductory 
essays  to  enlighten  the  reader  concerning  facts  and  events  forming  the 
background  and  basis  of  the  records.  The  entries  for  the  record  series 
are  carried  in  consecutive  numbering  for  the  county.  The  bureaus  are 
arranged  in  functional  order:  Governing  boards;  major  administrative 
offices;  judicial  offices;  and  financial,  election,  educational,  health,  public 
welfare,  engineering,  and  other  groups.   Whenever  applicable,  natural 
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groupings  under  separate  headings  are  made  within  the  bureau,  and  the 
entries  are  arranged  thereunder  also  according  to  functional  sequence. 
An  extensive  index  will  aid  the  reader  to  locate  records  with  a  minimum 
of  inconvenience  and  effort. 

The  editing  of  this  inventory  has  been  conducted  by  an  editorial 
staff  of  some  forty  men  and  women,  whose  labors  we  deeply  appreciate 
and  wish  to  recognize  forthwith,  captained  by  Harry  A.  Rider,  Editor; 
John  R.  Milligan  in  charge  of  accession  and  classifying;  Louise  Nation 
in  charge  of  checking;  Canis  E.  Brockway  in  charge  of  condensing; 
Julius  Salman,  legal  adviser;  and  Howard  G.  Underwood,  historical  re- 
search editor. 

The  original  survey  was  made  in  the  field  under  the  direction  of 
the  State  Director  and  carefully  checked  and  compiled  in  the  form  of 
this  inventory  in  the  State  Office.  The  manuscript  was  edited  for  publi- 
cation by  Mr.  Rider  and  Mr.  Milligan,  assisted  by  Miss  Mamie  Gentry. 
Of  the  industrious  and  painstaking  devotion  to  his  task  of  each  and  every 
person  who  had  a  part  in  the  Survey  we  are  keenly  aware,  and  we 
regret  that  we  cannot  commend  by  name  the  services  of  all  who  have 
contributed  to  the  publication  of  this  volume. 

The  Survey  is  indebted  to  the  county  officials;  to  the  State  Works 
Progress  Administration;  and  State  Administrator,  John  K.  Jennings;

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PART  A.    BOONE  COUNTY  AND  ITS  RECORDS  SYSTEM 


1.    HISTORICAL  SKETCH 

Boone  County,  situated  in  the  central  part  of  the  state,  is  bounded 
on  the  north  by  Clinton  County,  on  the  east  by  Hamilton  County,  on 
the  South  by  Hendricks  and  Marion  Counties,  and  on  the  west  by  Mont- 
gomery County.  It  is  an  oblong-  twenty-four  miles  east  to  west  and 
seventeen  and  a  half  miles  north  to  south;  it  has  an  area  of  427  square 
miles— 273,280  acres. 

Although  lying  on  the  ridge  or  summit  dividing  the  Wabash  Valley 
and  the  valley  of  the  West  Fork  of  the  White  River,  the  terrain  is  low 
and  level,  in  altitude  varying  not  more  than  fifty  feet  on  either  side  of 
nine  hundred  feet  above  sea  level.  The  highest  land  between  these  two 
rivers  is  situated  in  the  central  portion  of  the  county.  The  southeastern, 
western,  and  northwestern  portions  of  the  county  are  gently  undulating, 
whereas  the  other  sections  are  for  the  most  part  level.  The  county  is 
drained  by  Eagle,  White  Lick,  Raccoon,  Prairie,  and  Sugar  Creeks,  and 
the  Walnut  Fork  of  the  Eel  River. 

The  French  founded  Quebec  in  1608  and  began  a  series  of  explora- 
tions to  the  west  and  south  which  eventually  led  La  Salle  to  the  mouth 
of  the  Mississippi  River.  On  April  9,  1682,  he  claimed  the  entire  river 
valley — the  American  Middle  West — in  the  name  of  France  and  called 
it  Louisiana.  In  that  part  now  called  Indiana,  French  trading  posts 
were  established  on  the  present  sites  of  Fort  Wayne,  Lafayette,  and 
Vincennes  by  1733.  The  English,  in  the  meantime,  had  been  establishing 
settlements  throughout  the  Ohio  Valley  and  building  up  a  valuable  fur 
trade  in  competition  with  the  French.  This  economic  rivalry  finally 
resulted  in  the  French  and  Indian  War,  and  by  the  Treaty  of  Paris, 
February  10,  1763,  Louisiana  was  ceded  to  Great  Britain.  Shortly  after 
the  outbreak  of  the  American  Revolution,  General  George  Rogers  Clark 
captured  Fort  Sackville  (Vincennes),  and  the  Mississippi  and  Ohio  Val- 
leys passed  into  the  hands  of  Virginia. 

In  1784,  Virginia  ceded  this  territory  to  the  United  States  Govern- 
ment, and  three  years  later  Congress  passed  the  ordinance  providing  for 
the  establishment  of  the  Territory  Northwest  of  the  River  Ohio.  Knox 
County  was  formed  in  1790,  comprising  all  of  what  is  now  Indiana  and 
parts  of  Ohio,  Michigan,  Illinois,  and  Wisconsin.  All  of  the  Northwest 
Territory  west  of  the  State  of  Ohio  was  organized  as  Indiana  Territory 
in  1800,  from  which  Illinois  and  Michigan  Territories  were  taken  in 
1805  and  1809.  Settlers  rushed  in  as  new  lands  were  opened,  and  in  the 
first  decade  of  the  century  the  population  increased  from  five  to  twenty- 
five  thousand  within  the  present  boundaries  of  the  state,  mainly  in  the 
southern  part.  In  1816  Indiana  was  admitted  to  statehood. 

Before  the  arrival  of  the  white  man  in  the  upper  Mississippi  Valley, 
this  region  was  occupied  by  the  Algonquian  Indians.   The  central  part 
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of  Indiana,  including;  the  area  of  Boone  County,  was  held  by  the  Miami 
Confederacy,  composed  of  the  Twightwee,  Wea  (or  Ouiatanon),  Pianka- 
shaw,  and  Eel  River  tribes. 

As  far  back  as  1719,  according-  to  local  tradition,  a  village  of  some 
four  hundred  Indians  and  French  traders  stood  on  the  site  of  Thorntown 
at  the  junction  of  the  Prairie  and  Sugar  Creeks  in  the  northwestern 
corner  of  Boone  County.  This  trading  post  had  no  permanent  settlers 
and  was  abandoned  after  France  lost  possession  of  the  region.  A  treaty 
signed  at  St.  Marys,  Ohio,  October  6,  1818,  granted  the  Eel  River 
Indians  a  reservation  of  one  hundred  square  miles  lying  mainly  in  what 
is  now  Boone  County.  When  the  grant  expired  in  1828,  the  Indians 
gave  up  all  rights  to  this  land  and  were  removed  to  reservations  beyond 
the  Mississippi  River.  A  few  Indians  remained  until  as  late  as  1835. 
In  the  east  part  of  Thorntown,  along  Front  Street,  is  situated  the  old 
Indian  burial  ground,  the  last  trace  of  Indian  occupancy  in  the  county. 

Patrick  H.  Sullivan,  who  was  probably  the  first  white  settler  in 
Boone  County,  came  to  Eagle  Township  sometime  in  1823.  Among  those 
to  follow  him  were  Jacob  and  John  Sheets,  David  Hoover,  Austin  and 
Jesse  Davenport,  and  Nathan  and  William  Carr.  The  next  part  of  the 
county  to  be  settled  was  Union  Township;  the  four  Lanes — Jesse,  Ed- 
ward, John,  and  Samuel — built  the  first  cabins  there  in  1826.  Shortly 
afterward  they  were  joined  by  Ben  Crews,  Henry  and  John  Koontz,  and 
Jacob  Johns.  George  Harness  and  his  family,  numbering  twelve  children, 
who  at  first  had  lived  in  an  Indian  hut  near  Big  Springs,  moved  across 
the  county  in  1828  and  became  the  first  settlers  in  Sugar  Creek  Town- 
ship. James  Van  Eaton  and  Cornelius  Westfall  entered  land  on  the  site 
of  Thorntown  in  1829;  in  the  same  year  William  Kenworthy  entered 
land  just  east  of  Thorntown.  The  settlement  of  Jefferson  Township  was 
made  in  1829  by  James  Scott,  who  entered  the  first  land,  and  William 
Young,  Michael  D.  Campbell,  Abel  Lane,  Er.  Cox,  William  Hill,  and 
John  Thompson. 

In  the  early  decades  of  the  nineteenth  century,  a  keen  desire  was 
manifest  throughout  the  state  for  the  organization  of  new  counties  as 
fast  as  the  increase  in  population  justified.  Boone  County  was  one  of 
the  four  counties  created  in  1830;  the  others  were  Clinton,  Elkhart,  and 
St.  Joseph.  Boone  and  Clinton  lay  in  the  "New  Purchase",  as  the 
Indian  cession  of  1818  was  called.  The  population  of  the  area  south  of 
Clinton  had  reached  621,  and  the  general  assembly,  by  an  act  of  January 
29,  1830,  formed  a  new  county  out  of  lands  which  had  been  attached  to 
Hendricks  and  Marion  Counties.  After  consideration  of  the  names  Ray 
and  Mercer,  the  legislators  decided  on  Boone  in  honor  of  "Colonel 
Daniel  Boone,  the  pioneer  of  the  West."1 

This  law,  which  became  effective  April  1,  1830,  denned  the  boun- 
daries of  the  new  county  as  follows:  "Beginning  at  the  south  west 
corner  of  the  county  of  Hamilton;  thence  north  with  the  line  dividing 
ranges  two  and  three,  seventeen  and  a  half  miles,  to  the  centre  stake  of 
section  thirteen,  township  twenty,  range  three  [two]  east;  thence,  west- 
wardly,  twenty-four  miles,  to  the  centre  stake  on  the  west  side  of  section 
eighteen,  township  twenty,  range  two  west;  thence  south  with  the  line

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dividing  ranges  two  and  three  west,  seventeen  and  a  half  miles,  to  the 
north  west  corner  of  the  county  of  Hendricks;  thence  east  with  the 
northern  boundary  of  the  counties  of  Hendricks  and  Marion,  to  the 
place  of  beginning."2  These  boundaries  have  not  been  changed. 

The  officials  who  constituted  the  first  government  of  the  county 
were:  Bethuel  F.  Morris,  presiding  judge  of  the  circuit  court  and  Wil- 
liam Kenworthy  and  Jacocb  Johns,  associate  judges;  William  Rodman, 
probate  judge;  Frederick  Lowe,  J.  T.  Hunt,  and  James  Van  Eaton,  com- 
missioners; David  Hoover,  clerk  of  the  circuit  court;  Austin  Davenport, 
sheriff;  William  Delvin,  surveyor;  and  George  Walker,  coroner. 

The  first  court  to  meet  in  Boone  County  was  the  probate  court, 
which  began  its  first  term  November  4,  1830,  in  the  home  of  David 
Hoover,  the  clerk,  who  lived  in  Eagle  Township  near  the  present  site 
of  Zionsville.  For  the  first  seven  terms,  the  court  had  no  business  to 
transact,  and  the  only  record  consisted  of  the  entry  of  meeting  and  ad- 
journment. In  the  eighth  term,  one  guardian  and  one  administrator 
were  appointed. 

The  first  term  of  the  circuit  court  was  held  on  April  19,  1832,  in 
Jamestown  at  the  home  of  John  Galvin;  and  the  court  was  directed  by 
statute  to  "adjourn  to  such  other  places  in  the  county  as  the  court  may 
think  proper."3  In  those  early  days  the  court  was  in  fact  as  well  as 
in  name  "the  circuit  court",  and  the  judges,  like  pioneer  preachers, 
rode  the  circuit  on  horseback. 

The  second  term  was  held  in  Thorntown  at  the  home  of  Cornelius 
Westfall;  and  the  third  term  in  Lebanon  at  the  home  of  the  Rev.  Abner 
H.  Longley,  a  Universalist  minister.  His  residence  was  a  round-log 
cabin  on  the  southwest  corner  of  the  public  square.  It  had  only  one 
room  and  his  family  numbered  ten,  but  the  minister  had  set  posts  in 
the  ground  and  laid  green  leafy  boughs  across  them,  making  an  arbor, 
under  whose  rude  but  protecting  shade  the  court  sat.  In  the  beginning 
the  court  had  little  civil  business,  and  in  the  first  term  but  two  bills 
of  indictment  were  presented;  the  terms  were  short. 

The  sheriff  executed  the  orders  of  the  court.  Until  1842,  he  col- 
lected the  taxes,  journeying  from  place  to  place,  and  citizens  were  re- 
quired to  go  to  his  address,  advertised  in  advance  of  his  coming,  and 
pay  their  taxes.  The  usual  currency  in  those  early  days  was  hides — 
raccoon  for  the  state,  deer  for  the  county,  and  mink  for  change.  The 
collector's  horse  was  almost  hidden  under  his  burden  as  he  returned 
to  Lebanon  with  the  public  funds. 

The  act  forming  Boone  County  named  five  commissioners  to  locate 
the  county  seat,*  and  Jamestown  was  first  chosen  as  the  seat  of  govern- 
ment. But  this  site,  near  the  southern  boundary  of  the  county,  did  not 
meet  with  general  approval.  An  act  passed  on  January  26,  1832,  named 
another  set  of  five  location  commissioners  and  authorized  the  removal 
of  the  county  seat  to  within  two  miles  of  the  geographical  center  of 
the  county.5  The  commissioners  met  at  the  center  of  the  county  on 
May  1,  1832,  and  selected  that  spot — Lebanon — as  the  county  seat.

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The  first  courthouse  in  the  county  was  a  hewed-log  cabin,  built  in 
the  fall  of  1833  in  Lebanon.  It  stood  just  north  of  the  present  public 
square.  The  fourth  term  of  circuit  court  was  held  here.  This  building 
was  not  satisfactory,  and  only  six  years  later  the  condition  of  the 
courthouse  was  such  as  to  render  it  necessary  to  hold  probate  and 
commissioners'  courts  in  a  private  house."  The  second  courthouse  was 
a  two-story  brick  structure;  it  was  built  at  a  cost  of  $4,000,  in  the 
public  square,  sometime  between  1839  and  1841.  By  1855  it  was  con- 
demned as  unsafe  for  occupancy,  and  the  county  offices  were  removed 
to  temporary  quarters,  the  court  sitting  in  the  Methodist  church.  A 
larger  brick  structure  on  the  same  site  was  completed  in  1857,  costing 
about  $40,000.  It  stood  for  half  a  century,  until  it  was  torn  down  in 
1909  to  make  way  for  the  present  building  which  was  finished  in  1912. 

The  courthouse  is  situated  in  the  public  square  at  the  center  of 
Lebanon.  On  its  rotunda  floor  beneath  one  of  the  largest  domes  in 
Indiana,  is  a  tablet  with  an  arrow  of  white  and  black  marble,  set  in 
a  mat  of  brown  tile,  marking  the  location  of  the  second  principal 
meridian  which  divides  the  county  into  half.  At  the  close  of  the  Revolu- 
tionary War,  Thomas  Jefferson  devised  a  new  plan  for  the  survey  of 
lands  in  the  Northwest  Territory,  previously  marked  by  the  old  French 
system.  His  plan  laid  out  lines  as  bases  from  which  to  measure  land. 
The  first  meridian  was  the  boundary  line  between  Ohio  and  Indiana; 
the  second  meridian  passes  from  the  Ohio  River  northward  through 
Lebanon.  Crossing  each  meridian  at  right  angles  is  a  base  line  running 
east  and  west.  Parallel  to  the  meridian  line,  the  surveyors  drew  "range" 
lines  six  miles  apart;  and  parallel  to  the  base  line,  they  drew  "town" 
lines  six  miles  apart;  thus  laying  out  congressional  townships  six  miles 
square. 

There  are  twelve  civil  townships:  Center,  Clinton,  Eagle,  Harrison, 
Jackson,  Jefferson,  Marion,  Perry,  Sugar  Creek,  Union,  Washington, 
and  Worth.  The  geographic  center  of  the  State  of  Indiana  is  fourteen 
miles  west  of  north  of  Indianapolis,  in  the  southeastern  part  of  Boone 
County. 

Since  1890,  the  population  of  the  county  as  a  whole  has  slowly  but 
steadily  decreased.  Lebanon,  Ulen,  Zionsville,  Advance,  Jamestown,  and 
Thorntown — the  incorporated  cities  and  towns  of  the  county — have  not 
shown  consistent  trends  either  toward  increase  or  decrease  of  popula- 
tion; some  towns  have  gained  in  population,  others  have  lost. 

During  the  last  few  decades  the  state  of  agriculture  in  Boone 
County  has  exhibited  certain  trends  typical  of  predominantly  rural 
areas.  Between  1920  and  1930,  the  number  of  farms  in  the  county  de- 
clined, the  total  farm  acreage  cultivated  was  reduced  slightly,  and  the 
average  size  of  the  farms  increased.  Farm  owners  and  tenancy  also 
declined  during  the  same  period.  This  decline  in  agriculture  as  a  way 
of  life  was  probably  due  to  the  boom  period  of  the  1920's,  with  its  in- 
crease in  urban  occupations  and  the  general  drift  to  the  cities.  Farm 
land  was  greatly  overvalued  during  and  after  the  World  War,  and  in 
Boone  County  the  total  value  of  farm  land  and  buildings  dropped  over 
50%  between  1920  and  1930.

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The  years  following  1930  have  witnessed  a  reversal  of  this  process; 
the  figures  for  1935  reveal  a  "back  to  the  land"  movement  but  one  of 
lesser  extent  is  apparent  in  some  counties  in  the  state.  The  num- 
ber of  farms  and  the  total  acreage  cultivated  have  increased  slightly. 
The  average  number  of  farm  owners  and  tenant  farmers,  especially 
the  latter,  has  increased.  It  is  significant  that  the  total  valuation  of 
farm  land  and  buildings  took  a  further  drop;  in  1935  it  was  about  one- 
third  the  1920  figures.  There  were  in  1935  almost  one  thousand  persons 
living  on  farms  who  had  lived  in  non-farming  communities  five  years 
previously.  These  recent  developments  would  seem  to  indicate  that  the 
urban  workers,  hardest  hit  by  unemployment  due  to  the  economic  crisis, 
were  returning  to  agriculture  for  a  livelihood. 
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2.    GOVERNMENTAL  ORGANIZATION  AND  RECORDS  SYSTEM 

Boone  County,  with  its  county  seat  at  Lebanon,  is  a  subdivision 
of  the  State  of  Indiana  for  administrative,  judicial,  and  political  pur- 
poses. It  is  a  creature  of  the  general  assembly  and  possesses  only  such 
powers  of  local  government  as  are  conferred  by  acts  of  the  general 
assembly  or  are  incident  and  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions 
thereof.  Created  by  the  state,  the  county  is  subject  to  legislative  con- 
trol at  any  time  and  its  powers  may  be  amplified  or  diminished  without 
its  consent. 

Boone  County  was  organized  by  an  act  of  the  general  assembly, 
effective  April  1,  1830. 1  The  present  government,  as  it  functions  today, 
is  the  result  of  its  development  under  the  original  Constitution  of  1816, 
the  present  Constitution  adopted  in  1851  and  as  since  amended,  and 
more  than  a  century  of  legislative  action. 

The  county  system  of  government  is  an  inheritance  from  England 
and  the  American  Colonies,  whence  pioneers  in  Indiana  brought  their 
customs  and  laws.  Its  beginnings  in  Indiana  are  found  in  the  laws 
of  the  Northwest  Territory,  which  recognized  the  counties  already  es- 
tablished, and  provided  for  courts  and  administrative  officers,  as  fol- 
lows: General  court  of  quarter  sessions  of  the  peace,  county  court  of 
common  pleas,2  court  of  probate,3  commissioners,4  sheriff,6  coroner,6  re- 
corder,7 treasurer,8  circuit  court.9  These  officers  were  appointed  by  either 
the  Governor  or  the  general  court  of  quarter  sessions. 

The  laws  of  Indiana  Territory  provided  for  additional  offices:  Sur- 
veyor, established  in  1802  ;10  assessor,  established  in  1805,n  abolished 
in  1811  ;12  prosecuting  attorney,  established  in  1810  ;u  and  county  agent, 
established  in  1813  to  convey  and  receive  conveyances  of  public  lands.14 
In  1803  a  new  county  tax  levy  law  repealed  the  act  of  1795  providing 
for  the  appointment  of  commissioners  and  their  powers  devolved  upon 
the  court  of  quarter  sessions.15  In  1805  the  court  of  quarter  sessions 
was  abolished  and  its  duties  transferred  to  the  court  of  common  pleas.16 
An  act  of  December  31,  1813  abolished  the  court  of  common  pleas  and 
the  old  circuit  court,  and  transferred  all  matters  in  its  jurisdiction  to 
the  new  circuit  court,  consisting  of  a  president  judge  and,  from  the 
county,  three  associate  judges,"  and  the  associate  judges  were  authorized

to  transact  all  county  business."  In  1804  the  office  of  treasurer  was 
abolished  and  his  duties  transferred  to  the  sheriff.19  It  was  reestablished 
in  181 120  and  again  abolished  in  1813  and  the  sheriff  acted  as  the  treas- 
urer.21 

In  the  year  181G,  Indiana  was  admitted  to  the  Union  and  the  con- 
stitution of  that  year  provided  for  the  election  in  each  county  of  a  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court,"  recorder/*  sheriff,  and  coroner/34  All  territorial 
laws,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution,  continued  in  force  until  they 
expired  or  were  repealed.25 

The  general  assembly,  in  1817,  established  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, to  transact  county  business,  consisting  of  three  members,  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  county;110  and  provided  for  a  treasurer,  appointed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  y"1  and  in  1818  a  surveyor,  appointed  and 
commissioned  by  the  Governor  of  the  state."" 

In  1824,  the  board  of  commissioners  was  abolished,  and  its  functions 
conferred  upon  the  justices  of  the  peace  of  the  county,  who  constituted 
the  board  for  doing  county  business,29  until  the  board  of  commissioners 
was  reestablished  in  1831.30 

Upon  its  organization  in  1830,  the  government  of  Boone  County 
followed  the  form  outlined  above.  The  next  year  the  general  assembly 
made  the  surveyor  an  appointee  of  the  board  of  commissioners,31  and 
established  the  offices  of  prosecuting  attorney32  and  school  commissioner, 
the  latter  a  financial  agent  in  control  of  school  lands  and  funds.33 
Further  increases  in  the  number  of  county  agencies  were  made  in  1841 
with  the  addition  of  auditor,34  assessor,35  appraiser,36  and  a  board  of 
equalization,  composed  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  auditor,  and  asses- 
sor, to  review  tax  assessments.37  Also  in  1841,  the  treasurer  became  an 
elective  officer.38  This  system  remained  the  administrative  system  of 
Boone  County  until  the  Constitution  of  1851. 

As  the  state  grew,  there  was  much  dissatisfaction  with  the  Con- 
stitution of  1816,  but  repeated  attempts  to  change  it  did  not  succeed 
until  1850,  when  a  constitutional  convention  was  called  which  framed  a

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new  constitution.39  This  constitution  was  submitted  to  the  qualified  voters 
of  the  state  and  adopted  in  1851,  proclaimed  by  the  Governor  to  be 
effective  on  November  1,  1851,  and  with  amendments,  remains  the  Con- 
stitution of  Indiana.*0 

The  first  session  of  the  general  assembly  after  the  adoption  of  the 
new  constitution  enacted  a  general  code  known  as  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  1852  and,  with  certain  exceptions,*1  repealed  all  previous  laws,  thereby 
abolishing  the  assessor  and  school  commissioner,  substituting  the  ap- 
praiser for  the  assessor  in  the  board  of  equalization,  and  dividing  the 
duties  of  the  school  commissioner  between  the  auditor  and  the  treasurer.41' 

Each  county  is  a  political  subdivision  of  the  state  and  has  an 
individual  governmental  organization.  Although  the  Constitution  of 
1851  forbids  special  legislation,43  and  the  general  outline  of  the  organi- 
zation of  county  government  remains  the  same,  the  general  assembly 
has  provided  the  necessary  variations  to  take  care  of  local  needs  and 
conditions  in  the  several  counties.  These  variations  lie  chiefly  in  the 
number  of  officers  and  courts  provided  for  counties  within  classifications 
based  upon  population.  Urban  and  rural  areas  obviously  cannot  be 
governed  by  the  same  number  of  officers.  Each  county  has  the  consti- 
tutional officers,  but  the  statutory  officers  vary  in  number,  powers,  and 
duties.  The  latter  officers  may  be  compulsory  in  all  counties,  or  they 
may  be  optional  and  therefore  established  in  only  a  few  instances; 
others  are  authorized  in  only  certain  classes  of  counties,  though  the  class 
may  include  only  one  county. 

Indiana  stands  alone  among  the  states  of  the  Union  in  having  a 
dual  system  of  county  governing  boards,44  since  the  establishment  in 
each  county  of  a  county  council  in  1899.45  Each  county  is  governed  by 
a  board  of  commissioners  and  a  county  council.  The  duties  of  these 
agencies,  with  technical  distinction,  are  enumerated  below. 

From  the  beginning  of  the  present  century  a  tendency  toward  cen- 
tralization of  power  in  the  hands  of  state  authorities  has  taken  from 
county  officials  many  of  their  powers  and  duties  and  has  greatly  lessened 
the  scope  of  those  remaining.  In  older  fields  of  finance,  roads,  and 
education,  the  state's  supervision  has  greatly  increased,  and  the  creation 
of  newer  state  departments  such  as  police,  food  and  fire  inspection,  and 
public  welfare,  has  caused  heavy  removal  of  local  responsibility  and 
control. 

Present  Administration  of  Boone  County 

The  Constitution  of  1851  reorganized  the  governmental  structure, 
enlarging  the  number  of  constitutional  officers  to  be  elected  by  the 
people  of  the  county,  as  follows:*6

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Clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  who  keeps  all  the  records  of  the  pro- 
ceedings and  business  of  the  circuit  court,  serves  ex  officio  as  registra- 
tion officer  and  member  of  the  county  election  boards,  and  also  performs 
certain  duties  of  administrative  character. 

Recorder,  who  makes  and  preserves  a  public  record  of  all  legal 
documents,  both  official  and  private,  as  may  be  prescribed  by  law. 

Sheriff,  who  is  conservator  of  the  peace,  serves  summons,  and  exe- 
cutes orders  of  the  circuit  court  and  county  boards. 

Coroner,  who  holds  inquests  in  all  cases  of  death  by  violence  or 
accident  or  of  suspicious  circumstances. 

Treasurer,  who  receives  and  disburses  all  county  moneys  including 
the  collection  of  taxes,  and  is  ex  officio  a  member  of  the  board  of  review. 

Auditor,  who  is  the  financial  agent  of  the  county  and  compiles  the 
county  budget  estimates,  prepares  the  tax  duplicates,  and  serves  as  clerk 
and  member  of  several  county  boards. 

Surveyor,  who  has  charge  of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering 
work  of  the  county,  including  the  maintenance  of  drainage  systems.47 

The  constitution  empowers  the  general  assembly  to  provide  for  the 
election  or  appointment  of  such  other  officers  as  may  become  necessary,4* 
and  to  confer  on  boards  doing  county  business  powers  of  a  local,  ad- 
ministrative character.49  Under  this  authority  the  general  assembly  has 
from  time  to  time  established  the  following  statutory  officers  and  boards : 

Board  of  commissioners,  the  leading  governing  body  of  the  county, 
often  called  the  "county  board",  reestablished  in  1852.  It  consists  of 
three  members  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  board  furnishes 
and  maintains  county  buildings  and  grounds,  administers  the  financial 
transactions  of  the  county,  and  is  responsible  for  the  maintenance  of 
county  highways.50 

County  council,  another  governing  body  created  in  189951  to  control 
the  finances  of  county  government.  This  council  consists  of  seven  mem- 
bers, elected  for  terms  of  four  years.  The  council  has  power  to  fix 
the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes  and  for  all  purposes  where  the  rate 
is  not  fixed  by  law  and  is  required  to  be  uniform  throughout  the  county, 
and  to  adopt  the  county  budget,  the  exclusive  right  to  make  appropria- 
tions from  the  county  treasury,  and  the  exclusive  power  to  authorize 
the  borrowing  of  money  and  the  issuing  of  bonds.82 

Superintendent  of  schools,  in  1873,BS  who  has  general  superintendence 
of  all  schools  of  the  county  outside  of  incorporated  cities  and  towns.64 
Elected  by  the  township  trustees,55  he  is  ex  officio  a  member  and  president 
of  the  county  board  of  education.68

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Board  of  education,  in  1873,S7  consisting,  since  an  amendment  of 
1877,  of  the  superintendent  of  schools,  township  trustees,  and  the  chair- 
man of  school  trustees  of  each  city  and  town  of  the  county.  The  board 
is  charged  with  the  maintenance  of  the  schools  and  school  property, 
and  purchases  school  supplies.68 

Health  commissioner,  in  1909,  appointed  by  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners to  enforce  the  health  laws.59 

Assessor,  in  1891, 60  who  oversees  the  assessment  of  real  and  personal 
property,81  and  appraises  estates  for  inheritance  taxes.62  He  is  elected 
by  the  voters  of  the  county,83  and  is  ex  officio  a  member  and  president 
of  the  board  of  review.64 

Board  of  review,  in  1891,  whose  members  are  the  assessor,  auditor, 
and  treasurer,65  and,  by  an  amendment  of  1919,  two  freeholders  of  op- 
posite political  parties,  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.** 
This  board  equalizes  tax  assessments  as  between  townships  or  other 
taxing  units  and  between  individual  property  owners."  This  board  re- 
placed the  board  of  equalization. 

Board  of  finance,  in  1907,  consisting  of  the  board  of  commissioners, 
with  the  auditor  as  secretary.68  This  board  has  the  custody  of  county 
funds  and  selects  the  depositories.68 

Agricultural  agent,  in  1913,  who,  under  the  supervision  of  Purdue 
University,  conducts  farmers'  institutes  and  other  movements  for  the 
advancement  of  agriculture  and  country  life.  He  is  appointed  by  the 
director  of  agricultural  extension  service  of  Purdue  University,  subject 
to  the  approval  of  the  state  board  known  as  the  county  agricultural 
agent  board.70 

Highway  supervisor,  in  1933,  who  supervises,  under  the  direction 
of  the  board  of  commissioners,  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  all  county 
highways.  The  board  of  commissioners  makes  the  appointment  and  may 
appoint  the  surveyor  as  highway  supervisor.71  The  board  of  commis- 
sioners of  Boone  County  has  appointed  the  surveyor  as  highway  super- 
visor. 

Board  of  tax  adjustment,  in  1932,  consisting  of  seven  members" 
who,  by  an  amendment  of  1937,  are:  One  member  of  the  county  council, 
chosen  by  the  council;  the  mayor  of  the  largest  city  in  the  county  or 
any  public  official  of  any  city  in  the  county,  appointed  by  the  mayor

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of  the  largest  city  of  the  county;  one  member  of  the  county  board  of 
education,  selected  by  such  board;  and  four  freeholders  appointed  by 
the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.  The  board  examines  the  tax  levy  and 
the  corresponding  items  of  the  budget,  and  adjusts  the  tax  rate  so  that 
it  shall  not  exceed,  in  any  municipal  corporation,  the  total  tax  rate 
prescribed  by  law.73 

School  fund  board,  in  1935,  consisting  of  three  members — the  auditor 
and  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  ex  officio,  and  one  member  appointed 
by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court.  The  board  approves  all  loans  from 
the  common  school  and  the  congressional  township  school  funds.74 

Department  of  public  welfare,  in  1936,75  comprising  the  board  of 
public  welfare,  consisting  of  five  members  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court,  and  the  director  of  public  welfare,  appointed  by  the  board.78 
The  department  administers  the  provisions  and  benefits  of  the  public 
welfare  act.77 

Registration  officer,  in  1933,  who  is  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court 
ex  officio.  He  conducts  the  registration  of  voters.78 

Board  of  election  commissioners,  in  1889,  consisting  of  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  of  opposite 
political  parties.  The  board  prepares,  prints,  and  distributes  ballots  for 
general  elections.79 

Board  of  canvassers,  in  1905,  consisting  of  the  election  commis- 
sioners.80 The  board  canvasses,  tabulates,  and  compiles  the  election 
returns  of  the  county81  and  certifies  the  candidates  elected.82 

Board  of  primary  election  commissioners,  in  1915,  consisting  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  of  opposite 
political  parties.  The  board  prepares,  prints,  and  distributes  ballots  for 
primary  elections.83 

Judicial 

The  judicial  system  of  Boone  County,  as  of  other  Indiana  counties, 
is  prescribed  by  the  constitution  and  subsequent  acts  of  the  general 
assembly.  The  constitution  authorized  and  directed  that  the  state  be 
divided  into  judicial  circuits.84  Boone  County  constitutes  the  twentieth 
circuit,  established  in  1911.85  Previously,  it  was  part  of  a  judicial  circuit 
to  which  adjoining  counties  were  attached.  The  constitution  further 
provides  for  the  election  of  a  judge86  and  a  prosecuting  attorney  for  the

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circuit,87  and  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.88  The  Boone  Circuit  Court  has 
original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases,  criminal,  civil,  probate,  and 
juvenile,  except  where  exclusive  or  concurrent  jurisdiction  is  conferred 
by  law  upon  justices  of  the  peace,  and  such  appellate  jurisdiction  as  is 
conferred  by  law.  It  also  has  jurisdiction  of  all  other  causes,  matters, 
and  proceedings  where  exclusive  jurisdiction  thereof  is  not  conferred 
by  law  upon  some  other  court  or  office.89 

Records  System 

The  records  of  Boone  County  began  with  its  creation  in  1830.  A 
fire  in  1858  destroyed  practically  all  of  the  records  of  the  auditor, 
treasurer,  and  recorder,  while  these  officers  were  occupying  temporary 
quarters  assigned  them  during  the  construction  of  a  new  courthouse. 

The  establishment  of  each  of  the  county  offices  and  bureaus  inaugu- 
rated their  records  which  were  kept  in  such  fashion  as  the  incumbents 
saw  fit,  following  in  the  main  the  directions  of  the  general  assembly 
under  the  provisions  for  each  respective  office.  In  1909,  the  general 
assembly  established  the  state  board  of  accounts,  which  formulates, 
prescribes,  and  installs  systems  of  accounting  and  reporting  which  are 
uniform  for  every  public  office  of  the  same  class.90  Under  this  law  some 
of  the  records  were  combined  to  eliminate  separation,  duplication,  and 
overlapping.  The  board  also  permits  the  use  of  bound  loose-leaf  records 
in  almost  all  cases  where  the  records  are  typed.  The  quality  of  the 
paper  and  ink  and  the  binding  and  rebinding  practices  are  left  to  the 
judgment  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  except  that  a  good  quality  is 
required. 

Whenever  it  may  be  necessary  for  the  preservation  of  the  records 
of  any  office,  it  is  the  duty  of  the  board  of  commissioners  to  issue  an 
order  directing  the  officer  in  charge  to  copy  and  transcribe  the  records." 

In  event  of  the  loss  or  destruction,  in  whole  or  in  part,  of  any  of 
the  county  records,  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  send  a  certified 
list  of  such  records  furnished  by  the  state  to  the  Governor,  who  shall 
replace  them,  and  such  records  compiled  in  the  county  shall  be  restored, 
if  possible,  from  original  documents  by  the  proper  officer.  If  impossible, 
new  records  shall  be  made  by  evidence  taken  from  parties  having  knowl- 
edge of  the  facts  concerned,  by  either  the  proper  officer  or  a  com- 
missioner appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  for  that  purpose.92 

In  1925  a  law  was  passed  permitting  county  officials,  at  their  dis- 
cretion, to  turn  over  to  the  archives  division  of  the  state  library  for 
permanent  preservation,  any  official  books,  records,  documents,  original 
papers,  newspaper  files,  or  printed  books  and  material  not  in  current 
use  in  their  offices.88   This  law  is  optional  and  has  been  ineffectual.

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County  officials  are  loath  to  part  with  records,  even  when  no  longer  in 
use  and  in  spite  of  lack  of  storage  space,  anticipating  a  possible  call  for 
them.  Consequently,  they  have  only  occasionally  availed  themselves  of 
this  provision  for  permanent  preservation  of  their  old  records.  The 
recorder  and  other  county  officers,  by  an  act  of  1927,  are  authorized  to 
record  deeds,  mortgages,  and  other  instruments  by  any  approved  photo- 
graphic process  adopted  by  the  board  of  commissioners.84 

In  1937,  the  general  assembly  authorized  the  director  of  the  state 
library,  at  his  discretion,  to  make  a  copy,  by  photography  or  in  any  other 
way,  of  any  official  book,  record,  document,  original  paper,  newspaper, 
or  printed  book  or  material  in  any  county,  city,  or  other  public  office, 
for  preservation  in  the  state  archives.  All  public  officials  must  permit 
copies  to  be  made  of  the  books,  records,  documents,  and  papers  in  their 
respective  offices.95

3.    HOUSING,  CARE,  AND  ACCESSIBILITY  OF  THE  RECORDS 

In  a  little  more  than  a  century  of  existence,  Boone  County  has  had 
four  courthouses.  The  earlier  three  were  torn  down  to  make  way  for 
larger  and  more  adequate  structures.  On  October  12,  1856,  while  the 
third  courthouse  was  being  built,  a  fire  destroyed  the  temporary  offices 
of  the  recorder,  the  auditor,  and  the  treasurer,  which  were  located  on 
the  second  floor  of  a  frame  building  on  the  northwest  corner  of  Main 
and  Lebanon  Streets.  Only  a  few  records  were  saved  from  destruction. 

The  present  courthouse,  built  in  1912,  is  the  third  to  occupy  the 
public  square  in  Lebanon.  Constructed  of  Indiana  limestone,  it  is  140' 
in  length,  104'  in  width,  and  52'  in  height;  the  entrances,  located  on 
the  four  sides,  are  flanked  by  four  monolithic  columns,  and  above  the 
center  of  the  building  rises  a  dome,  beneath  which  is  a  rotunda. 

Four  floors  house  the  county  offices  and  records;  the  offices  of  the 
assessor,  the  superintendent  of  schools,  the  department  of  public  wel- 
fare, the  agricultural  agent,  and  the  surveyor — who  is  also  the  highway 
supervisor — are  located  on  the  first  floor;  the  offices  of  the  board  of 
commissioners,  the  clerk,  the  recorder,  the  auditor,  and  the  treasurer 
on  the  second  floor;  the  courtrooms  and  the  offices  of  the  judge  and 
the  sheriff  on  the  third  floor;  and  five  storage  rooms  for  records  on 
the  fourth  floor. 

The  rooms  on  the  first  three  floors  in  the  courthouse  all  have  wooden 
floors  and  plastered  walls  and  ceilings;  the  storage  rooms  on  the  fourth 
floor  have  concrete  floors  and  plastered  walls  and  ceilings;  the  lighting, 
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ventilation,  and  accommodations  for  users  of  records  are  both  adequate 
and  satisfactory,  unless  otherwise  noted. 

Board  of  Commissioners 

Meetings  for  transactions  of  county  business  are  held  in  the  office 
of  the  board,  but  the  records  are  in  the  custody  of  the  auditor — 3%  in 
his  office,  23%  in  his  record  room,  70%  in  his  storage  room,  and,  in 
addition,  3%  are  located  in  the  surveyor's  main  office,  and  1%  in  the 
treasurer's  record  room. 

County  Council 

The  records  of  the  council  are  in  the  custody  of  the  auditor — 12% 
in  his  office,  36%  in  his  record  room,  and  52%  in  his  storage  room. 

Clerk  op  the  Circuit  Court 

In  the  northwest  corner  of  the  second  floor  are  the  clerk's  main 
office  and  record  room.  In  the  office,  which  measures  37'  by  33'  by 
12'.  steel  shelving  houses  129'  of  bound  volumes  and  306'  of  unbound 
records  are  in  file  boxes  10"  and  14"  deep,  with  sufficient  space  for 
expansion.  The  record  room,  which  is  30'  by  16'  by  12',  houses  739' 
of  bound  volumes,  and  388'  of  unbound  records  are  in  file  boxes  14" 
deep.  The  shelving  in  the  record  room  is  not  entirely  occupied,  but,  un- 
like the  office,  there  is  only  small  space  for  expansion.  In  the  main  office 
are  19%  of  the  clerk's  records  and  in  the  record  room,  42% ;  and  39% 
in  the  clerk's  storage  room. 

Recorder 

The  recorder's  office  and  record  room  are  in  the  northeast  part  of 
the  second  floor.  The  office  is  42'  by  33'  by  12',  and  the  record  room, 
32'  by  16'  by  12'.  The  office  houses  20'  of  bound  volumes  on  steel  shelving 
and  8'  of  unbound  records  in  a  filing  cabinet;  the  shelving  in  this  room 
is  completely  occupied,  but  space  for  the  installation  of  additional  shelv- 
ing is  available.  The  record  room  is  equipped  with  789'  of  steel  shelving, 
on  which  are  631'  of  bound  volumes,  and  with  file  boxes  14"  deep  in 
which  are  31'  of  unbound  records.  Of  the  recorder's  records,  3%  are 
housed  in  his  office,  82%  in  his  record  room,  5%  in  his  storage  room, 
and  10%  in  the  library  storage  room. 

Circuit  Court 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  is  charged  with  the  custody  of  court 
records,  of  which  9%  are  in  the  clerk's  office,  48%  in  the  clerk's  record 
room,  43%  in  the  clerk's  storage  room;  5%  are  in  the  recorder's  storage 
room;  and  one  volume  is  in  the  surveyor's  main  office. 

Sheriff 

The  sheriff's  office  and  record  room,  on  the  north  side  of  the  third 
floor,  measure  16'  x  12'  x  15'  and  25'  by  13'  by  15',  respectively.  In  the 
office,  5'  of  bound  volumes  are  arranged  on  a  table.  In  the  record  room, 
72'  of  steel  shelving  house  68'  of  bound  volumes,  and  4'  of  unbound 
records  are  in  file  boxes  14"  deep.   Space  for  new  shelving  is  available 
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in  both  rooms.  The  office  contains  12%  of  the  sheriff's  records,  and 
the  record  room,  64%;  2%  are  in  the  office  of  the  circuit  judge,  1%  in 
the  clerk's  record  room,  and  21%  in  the  clerk's  storage  room. 

Coroner 

The  reports  of  the  coroner  are  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court — 33%  of  the  records  are  in  the  clerk's  office,  27%  in  his  record 
room,  and  40%  in  his  storage  room. 

Prosecuting  Attorney 

The  office  of  the  prosecuting  attorney,  R.  W.  Adney,  is  located  at 
112%  South  Lebanon  Street,  in  Lebanon.  This  office  is  24'  by  12'  by  9'. 
The  prosecutor's  record — one  bound  volume — is  housed  on  a  wooden 
shelf.  This  record  is  not  available  to  the  general  public. 

Assessor 

A  main  and  a  private  office,  in  the  southeast  corner  of  the  first 
floor,  are  occupied  by  the  assessor.  The  main  office  measures  28'  by  20' 
by  10';  the  private  office,  20'  by  10'  by  10'.  In  the  former  are  housed 
48'  of  bound  volumes — 19%  of  the  assessor's  records — adequate  space 
for  expansion  being  available  on  the  present  shelving.  In  the  private 
office  are  housed  12%  of  the  assessor's  records — V  of  unbound  records  in 
file  boxes  14"  deep.  The  other  69%  of  the  assessor's  records  are  in  the 
auditor's  and  recorder's  storage  rooms. 

Board  of  Review 

The  records  of  the  board  of  review  consist  of  two  volumes — one  in 
the  auditor's  record  room,  one  in  his  storage  room — and  one  file  box, 
which  is  in  his  office. 

Board  of  Tax  Adjustment 

The  records  of  the  board  of  tax  adjustment  are  kept  among  the 
records  of  the  county  council,  and  are  equally  divided  between  the  audi- 
tor's office  and  record  room. 

Board  of  Finance 

Of  the  records  of  the  board  of  finance,  60%  are  in  the  auditor's 
record  room  and  40%  are  equally  divided  between  his  office  and  storage 
room. 

School  Fund  Board 

The  records  of  the  school  fund  board  are  in  the  auditor's  record 
room. 

Treasurer 

The  treasurer's  office  and  record  room,  in  the  southwest  corner  of 
the  second  floor,  measure  42'  by  33'  by  12'  and  30'  by  16'  by  12',  re- 
spectively. The  office  and  the  record  room  are  equipped  with  steel- 
roller  shelving,  and  metal  file  drawers  and  file  boxes.    Nine  percent 
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of  the  treasurer's  records  are  housed  in  his  office,  36%  in  his  record 
room,  44%  in  his  storage  room,  1%  in  the  auditor's  record  room,  and 
10%  in  the  auditor's  storage  room. 

Auditor 

In  the  southeast  corner  of  the  second  floor  are  the  auditor's  office 
and  record  room.  The  office,  which  is  42'  by  33'  by  12',  is  equipped  with 
steel  shelving,  wholly  occupied  by  19'  of  bound  volumes,  and  file  boxes 
14"  deep,  contain  21'  of  unbound  records,  with  space  available  for 
additional  shelving.  The  record  room  is  32'  by  16'  by  12';  it  houses 
349'  of  bound  volumes  and  in  file  boxes,  14"  and  24"  deep,  are  141'  of 
unbound  records,  with  small  space  for  expansion  on  the  present  shelv- 
ing and  none  for  additional  shelving.  Three  percent  of  the  auditor's 
records  are  housed  in  his  office,  13%  in  his  record  room,  22%  in  his 
storage  room,  6%  in  the  assessor's  office,  55%  in  the  recorder's  storage 
room,  and  1%  in  the  treasurer's  storage  room. 

Registration  Officer 

The  registration  officer  is  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  and  his 
records  are  located:  40%  in  the  clerk's  office,  23%  in  his  storage  room, 
and  37%  in  the  auditor's  storage  room. 

Board  of  Primary  Election  Commissioners 

The  records  of  the  board  of  primary  election  commissioners  are  in 
the  custody  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court:  15%  in  the  clerk's  office, 
4%  in  his  record  room,  and  81%  in  his  storage  room. 

Board  of  Canvassers 

The  records  of  the  board  of  canvassers  are  in  the  custody  of  the 
clerk  of  the  circuit  court:  50%  in  the  clerk's  office  and  50%  in  his 
record  room. 

Board  of  Election  Commissioners 

The  records  of  the  board  of  election  commissioners  are  in  the  custody 
of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court:  14%  in  the  clerk's  office,  3%  in  his 
record  room,  76%  in  his  storage  room,  and  7%  in  the  sheriff's  record 
room. 

Board  of  Education 

The  record  of  the  board  of  education  is  in  the  office  of  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

Superintendent  of  Schools 

The  main  office  of  the  superintendent  of  schools  measures  24'  by  22' 
by  12',  and  is  located  on  the  north  side  of  the  first  floor.  The  office  is 
equipped  with  58'  of  steel  shelving,  containing  12'  of  bound  volumes, 
and  file  cabinets,  containing  14'  of  unbound  records.  The  record  of  the 
board  of  education  and  37%  of  the  records  of  the  superintendent  are 
in  his  main  office;  the  other  63%  are  in  the  clerk's  storage  room. 
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Health  Commissioner 

The  health  commissioner's  records  are  located  at  the  professional 
office  of  the  incumbent,  Dr.  O.  C.  Higgins,  in  the  northeast  corner  of 
the  third  floor  of  the  Pioneer  Equitable  Building,  Lebanon.  Twenty- 
three  percent  or  3'  of  bound  volumes  are  housed  here.  His  other  records 
are:  61%  in  the  recorder's  record  room,  5%  in  the  clerk's  record  room, 
and  11%  in  the  library  storage  room. 

Department  of  Public  Welfare 

The  department  of  public  welfare  occupies  an  office  38'  by  21'  by 
12',  on  the  south  side  of  the  first  floor.  In  file  boxes,  14"  deep,  and  file 
drawers,  18"  deep,  are  18'  of  unbound  records;  1'  of  bound  volumes  is 
housed  on  steel  shelving,  with  space  for  expansion.  All  the  records  of 
the  department  of  public  welfare  are  in  this  office. 

Surveyor 

The  surveyor,  who  is  also  the  highway  supervisor,  occupies  a  main 
and  a  private  office  in  the  northeast  corner  of  the  first  floor;  the  former 
measures  28'  by  11'  by  10';  and  the  latter  16'  by  15'  by  10'.  The  main 
office  is  equipped  with  steel  shelving,  steel  drawers,  and  metal  file  boxes; 
with  ample  space  for  expansion  with  the  present  equipment.  Housed  in 
this  office  are  15'  of  bound  volumes  and  77'  of  unbound  records.  The 
private  office  houses  10'  of  bound  volumes  on  wooden  shelving,  space 
for  expansion  being  available  here.  The  private  office  has  fair  accommo- 
dations for  users  of  records,  but  the  facilities  in  the  main  office  might 
be  improved.  Sixty-one  percent  of  the  surveyor's  records  are  housed  in 
the  main  office,  and  39%  in  the  private  office. 

Highway  Supervisor 

The  highway  supervisor  is  the  surveyor  of  Boone  County.  In  his 
main  office  are  5%  of  the  records  and  in  his  private  office  30%,  and 
65%  are  in  the  auditor's  storage  room. 

Agricultural  Agent 

The  agricultural  agent  occupies  an  office,  23'  by  20'  by  10',  located 
on  the  north  side  of  the  first  floor.  All  the  records  of  the  agricultural 
agent  are  in  steel  file  cabinets. 

Storage  Rooms 

Five  rooms — the  clerk's,  the  recorder's,  the  treasurer's,  the  audi- 
tor's, and  the  library  storage  rooms — located  on  the  fourth  floor,  house 
the  old  records  of  many  offices.  These  rooms  are  fairly  well  ventilated, 
except  the  auditor's  storage  room  which  has  no  ventilation.  Fair  accom- 
modations for  users  of  the  records  are  provided  only  in  the  auditor's 
and  library  storage  rooms. 

In  the  clerk's  storage  room,  which  is  21'  by  12'  by  7',  there  are  39' 
of  bound  volumes  on  wooden  shelving,  and  484'  of  unbound  records  in 
file  boxes  10"  deep,  with  small  space  for  expansion  either  on  the  present 
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shelving  or  by  additional  shelving.  Here  are  39%  of  the  clerk's  records, 
43%  of  the  records  of  the  circuit  court,  40%  of  the  coroner's  records, 
21%  of  the  sheriff's  records,  23%  of  the  registration  officer's  records, 
81%  of  the  records  of  the  board  of  primary  election  commissioners, 
and  76%  of  the  records  of  the  board  of  election  commissioners. 

The  recorder's  storage  room,  identical  in  size  with  the  clerk's  stor- 
age room,  contains  353'  of  bound  volumes  and  10'  of  unbound  records 
in  file  boxes  10"  deep.  These  are  housed  on  210'  of  shelving  or  stacked 
on  the  floor.  Space  for  additional  shelving  is  obtainable  here.  These 
records  comprise  5%  of  the  recorder's  records,  5%  of  the  records  of  the 
circuit  court,  44%  of  the  assessor's  records,  and  55%  of  the  auditor's 
records. 

The  treasurer's  storage  room,  also  the  same  size  as  the  clerk's  stor- 
age room,  is  equipped  with  135'  of  wooden  shelving,  all  of  which  is 
occupied  by  bound  volumes.  Ninety-seven  feet  of  bound  volumes  and  81' 
of  unbound  records  in  cardboard  cartons  are  stacked  on  the  floor  and 
on  top  of  the  shelving.  Only  small  space  for  additional  shelving  is  avail- 
able. Forty-four  percent  of  the  treasurer's  records  and  1%  of  the  audi- 
tor's records  are  housed  here. 

The  auditor's  storage  room  measures  26'  by  21'  by  11',  and  houses 
on  wooden  shelving  180'  of  bound  volumes  and  454'  of  unbound  records 
in  file  boxes  10"  deep.  These  comprise  22%  of  the  auditor's  records, 
70%  of  the  records  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  52%  of  the  council's 
records,  25%  of  the  assessor's  records,  34%  of  the  records  of  the  board 
of  review,  20%  of  the  records  of  the  board  of  finance,  10%  of  the 
treasurer's  records,  37%  of  the  registration  officer's  records,  and  65% 
of  the  highway  supervisor's  records.  The  present  shelving  houses  these 
adequately  and  permits  expansion. 

The  library  storage  room  has  the  same  dimensions  as  the  auditor's 
storage  room,  but  less  floor  space  because  of  a  lightwell.  It  contains 
10%  of  the  recorder's  records  and  11%  of  the  health  commissioner's 
records — 60'  of  bound  volumes.  Ninety  feet  of  shelving  are  unoccupied, 
and  more  shelving  can  be  constructed  when  needed.

The  inventory  of  the  records  of  each  bureau  is  preceded  by  an  essay 
explaining  its  legal  status  and  functions.  As  a  comparative  basis  for  the 
dates  of  the  records,  the  inception  date  of  each  office  may  be  taken  as 
either  the  date  of  the  organization  of  the  county  or,  if  the  office  was 
established  later,  the  year  of  the  act  inaugurating  it. 

Entries  are  grouped  under  an  outline  classification,  using  headings 
and  subheadings  according  to  relative  functions.  Every  entry  has  two 
parts  or  paragraphs:  Title  and  description.  Occasionally  an  entry  may 
have  a  third  (cross-reference)  paragraph. 

I.    The  title  paragraph  consists  of: 

Entry  number.  The  entries  are  numbered  consecutively. 

Exact  title  (in  capitals  and  small  capitals)  as  it  appears  on  the 
record.  Titles  enclosed  in  brackets  are  supplied  by  The  Historical 
Records  Survey,  if  the  volume  or  file  bears  no  title.  Supplementary 
titles  (in  capitals  and  lower-case  letters),  enclosed  in  brackets,  are  also 
supplied  where  it  is  necessary  to  explain  the  types  of  records  more 
fully,  or  where  the  exact  title  borne  by  the  record  is  incorrect  or  mis- 
leading. 
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Dates  of  the  period  covered  by  the  record,  showing  inclusive  be- 
ginning and  ending  dates  by  years  only.  In  a  divided  year,  the  month 
and  day  are  given  unless  unascertainable.  A  dash  in  place  of  an  end- 
ing date  denotes  a  continuous  open  record. 

Quantity. 

Markings,  if  a  series  or  a  part  of  a  series.  Where  the  entry  con- 
sists of  one  unit,  marked  1,  the  marking  is  omitted;  if  otherwise  marked, 
except  by  date,  marking  is  given.  If  the  marking  is  inconsistent  or  con- 
fusing, the  notation  "labeling  varies"  or  "numbering  varies"  follows 
the  quantity.

II.  The  description  consists  of : 

A  complete  description  of  the  record,  the  contents,  and  its  purpose, 
with  a  resume  of  the  column  headings  or  subjects  treated. 
Method  of  arrangement  or  indexing,  if  any. 

Nature  of  recording.    Modern  records  are  almost  exclusively  in 
printed  form,  filled  in  by  hand  or  typewriter  as  stated  in  entry. 
Condition.  If  good  or  excellent,  it  is  omitted. 
Number  of  pages  averaged  for  a  series. 

Size,  in  the  order  of  height,  width,  and  thickness  or  depth,  averaged 
for  a  series,  is  given  in  inches;  hence  the  inch  sign  is  omitted. 

Location.  The  place  of  custody  (the  room  in  which  the  records  are 
located)  is  given  in  the  entry,  and  refers  to  the  courthouse  unless  an- 
other building  is  specified. 

III.  Cross-references  are  made  to  other  entries : 
For  records  which  have  related  functions. 

For  records  having  earlier  or  later  recordings  under  a  different  title 
or  type  of  record. 

For  records  on  which  supplementary  information  may  be  found  in 
other  entries. 

Whenever  an  entry  contains  more  than  one  type  of  record,  all  the 
data  are  given  in  a  master  entry  under  the  actual  title  or  under  a  com- 
plete title,  if  supplied,  with  reference  to  subordinate  entries  for  each 
part.

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PART  B.   COUNTY  OFFICES  AND  THEIR  RECORDS 


I.    BOARD  OF  COMMISSIONERS 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  statutory  body  comprising  three 
members1  elected  for  terms  of  three  years.  The  county  is  divided  into 
three  districts  from  each  of  which  one  member  is  elected  by  the  electorate 
of  the  entire  county.2  Terms  are  so  arranged  that  no  two  members  take 
office  in  the  same  year.3 

Boone  County  has  had  a  board  for  doing  county  business  since  1830, 
the  date  of  its  organization.  For  the  first  year  it  was  composed  of  five 
justices  of  the  peace  by  specific  provision  of  the  act  of  organization,* 
under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  1824  which  constituted  a  board  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  the  board  for  doing  county  business5  and  conferred 
upon  it  the  powers  and  duties  originally  conferred  upon  the  board  of 
commissioners  of  the  several  counties  by  an  act  of  1817.6  An  act  of 
1831  established  the  board  of  commissioners  consisting  of  three  elective 
members7  in  its  present  form,  and  the  revised  statutes  of  1852  con- 
firmed it.8 

The  board  is  the  administrative  agency  of  the  county  and  exercises 
all  powers  for  the  transaction  of  county  business  conferred  by  law.9 
In  1899  the  fiscal  powers  were  vested  exclusively  in  the  county  council, 
which  was  then  created.10 

The  board  of  commissioners  is  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the 
name  and  style  of  "The  Board  of  Commissioners  of  the  County  of 
Boone",  and  as  such,  and  in  such  name,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  possessing 
duties,  rights,  and  powers  incident  to  corporations.11  It  meets  in  regular 
sessions  beginning  on  the  first  Monday  of  every  month12  and  in  special 
sessions  called  for  specifically  stated  business  by  the  auditor,  its  clerk 
ex  officio,13  or,  in  case  of  death  or  disqualification,  by  the  clerk  of  the 
circuit  court  or  recorder,  respectively.14  Any  two  members  constitute  a 
quorum  to  do  business.15'

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Its  principal  functions  are:  Control  of  county  property,  allowance 
of  claims  against  the  county,  auditing  accounts  of  all  officers  handling 
county  money  (in  practice,  the  board  no  longer  makes  audits,  since  these 
are  made  by  the  state  board  of  accounts),16  and  exercise  the  right  of 
eminent  domain."  Other  powers,  in  specific  instances,  have  been  con- 
ferred upon  the  board  by  the  general  assembly:  Letting  of  contracts 
for  county  buildings;18  purchase  of  materials  and  supplies;19  supervision 
of  maintenance  of  roads,  bridges,  and  culverts;20  preparation  of  the 
annual  budget  estimates;21  abolition  or  change  of  township  or  precinct 
boundary  lines;22  establishment  and  maintenance  of  libraries23  and  hos- 
pitals;24 authorization  of  payment  of  bounties;  offering  of  rewards;'"' 
and  authorization  of  subscription  to  and  preservation  of  public  news- 
papers printed  in  the  county.26 

Besides  its  administrative  functions,  the  board  sits  as  a  court  in 
the  trial  of  causes  concerning  county  business.  For  the  transaction  of 
business  it  adopts  its  own  regulations,  but  for  court  sessions  it  must 
comply,  so  far  as  practicable,  with  the  rules  for  conducting  business 
in  the  circuit  court.27  Appeals  from  its  decisions  can  be  taken  to  the 
circuit  court  pursuant  to  statute.28 

The  commissioners,  by  virtue  of  their  office,  were  constituted  a 
board  of  turnpike  directors  by  an  act  of  1879,  for  the  management  and 
control  of  all  free  turnpikes  in  the  county.  Each  director  had  personal 
supervision  of  his  district.  The  powers  of  the  board  were  to  appoint 
suitable  persons  to  supervise  the  work  of  repairs,  contract  for  labor 
materials,  and  enter  upon  lands  to  take  gravel,  giving  certificates  in 
payment.  The  board  appointed  its  clerk,29  until  an  act  of  1905  made 
the  auditor  ex  officio  the  clerk.30  This  board  was  abolished  in  1913,  and 
the  highways  were  placed  in  charge  of  a  superintendent  of  highways 
appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners.31  This  office  was  likewise  abol-

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ished  twenty  years  later.  The  supervision  of  highways  became  a  duty  of 
the  surveyor,32  unless  the  commissioners  appoint  a  highway  super- 
visor.83 

The  auditor,  as  clerk  of  the  board  of  commissioners,  attends  its 
meetings,  keeps  a  record  of  the  proceedings,  and  preserves  all  the 
books  and  papers  touching  the  business  of  the  county  in  his  office.8* 

All  the  records  are  located  in  the  courthouse.

II.    COUNTY  COUNCIL 

In  1899  the  legislature  created  "The  Boone  County  Council."1  This 
council  consists  of  seven  members  who  are  elected  for  terms  of  four 
years  and  must  be  qualified  voters  and  resident  freeholders  of  the  county. 
One  member  is  elected  from  each  of  four  councilmanic  districts  by  the

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voters  of  the  district,  and  three  members  are  elected  by  the  voters  of 
the  county  at  large.2  The  council  elects  its  president  from  its  member- 
ship, and  the  auditor  serves  as  clerk.3  The  sheriff  is  required  to  execute 
the  orders  of  the  council/ 

The  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  council  is  held  on  the  first  Tues- 
day after  the  first  Monday  of  September  for  the  purposes  of  fixing  the 
tax  rate,  imposing  the  tax  levy,  and  making  appropriations,  and  con- 
tinues from  day  to  day  until  its  business  is  completed.  Special  meet- 
ings may  be  called  by  the  auditor  or  a  majority  of  the  members.8  All 
sessions  must  be  public.6  Although  a  majority  of  the  council  constitutes 
a  quorum,  the  passage  of  ordinances  requires  a  majority  of  all  mem- 
bers,7 and  extraordinary  majorities  are  required  by  law  in  certain  in- 
stances: A  three-fourths  vote  to  increase  or  insert  an  item  in  the  bud- 
get estimates  submitted  by  the  county  agencies  through  the  auditor;* 
a  two-thirds  vote  of  all  members  to  make  additional  appropriations  at 
special  meetings." 

The  power  of  fixing  the  tax  rate  for  county  purposes  and  for  all 
purposes  where  it  is  not  fixed  by  law  and  is  required  to  be  uniform 
throughout  the  county,  is  vested  exclusively  in  the  council,  likewise 
the  power  of  making  appropriation  of  money  to  be  paid  out  of  the 
county  treasury.10  The  council  passes  on  all  budget  estimates  submitted 
by  county  officials11  and  makes  emergency  appropriations.12 

The  council  has  exclusive  power  to  authorize  the  borrowing  of  money 
for  the  county  and  the  issuing  of  bonds.13  No  sale  or  purchase  by  the 
county  of  real  estate  of  the  value  of  $1,000  or  more  can  be  made  with- 
out authorization  by  the  council.14 

The  auditor,  as  clerk  of  the  council,  keeps  a  journal  of  its  proceed- 
ings, and  also  keeps  and  preserves  in  his  office  its  files  and  papers.15

III.    CLERK  OF  THE  CIRCUIT  COURT 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  commonly  referred  to  as  "county 
clerk",  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four-year  term.  No  per- 
son is  eligible  to  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  for  more  than 
eight  years  in  any  twelve-year  period.1  The  clerk  is  required  to  give 
bond  in  the  amount  fixed  by  the  board  of  commissioners.3

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Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court  was  established,  under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816/ 
by  the  act  of  organization  of  Boone  County  which  enjoined  the  election 
of  a  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  at  the  first  election  in  the  county.4 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  is  required  to  draw  up  a  record  of 
the  proceedings  of  the  court  daily,6  to  administer  all  oaths,6  and  to  re- 
ceive payments  for  all  judgments  of  record  in  his  office.7 

In  addition  to  his  court  duties,  numerous  other  duties  are  imposed 
upon  the  clerk  by  statute.  He  serves  ex  officio  as  registration  officer 
for  the  county8  and  as  a  member  and  clerk  of  the  county  election 
boards.9 

Other  important  duties  of  the  clerk  are  the  issuance  of  marriage 
licenses;10  professional  licenses,  such  as  physicians',11  dentists',"  and 
optometrists';13  hunting,  trapping,  and  fishing  licenses;14  and  business 
licenses,  such  as  poultry  dealers'15  and  junk  dealers'.16  He  approves, 
files,  and  keeps  a  record  of  the  bonds  of  county  and  township  officers, 
unless  other  provision  is  made  by  law,17  and  of  notaries;18  and  registers 
the  certificates  of  trained  nurses.19 

The  clerk  is  required  to  preserve  in  his  office  all  records  and  writ- 
ings appertaining  to  his  official  duties,  to  indorse  the  time  of  filing  of 
all  papers,  and  in  addition  to  these  records,  to  keep  all  necessary  judges', 
appearance,  bar,  judgment,  and  execution  dockets;  order  and  final 
record  books;  a  complete  record  of  all  causes  involving  title  to  land  in- 
cluding a  lis  pendens  record,  of  all  criminal  causes  for  felony,  and  of 
all  other  cases  upon  request;20  a  cash  book;21  and  a  fee  register.22  He 
records  certificates  of  firms  and  partnerships  doing  business  under  any 
name,  designation,  or  title  other  than  the  real  names  of  their  mem- 
bers.23

IV.  RECORDER 

The  recorder  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  four-year  term. 
No  person  is  eligible  to  hold  the  office  of  recorder  for  more  than  eight 
years  in  any  twelve-year  period.  The  recorder  is  required  to  post  bond 
in  the  amount  of  four  thousand  dollars.1 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  recorder  was  es- 
tablished at  the  organization  of  Boone  County  in  1830,  under  the  au-

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thority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1818  which  provided  for 
the  election  of  a  recorder  in  any  new  county  formed.2 

The  title  of  this  officer  describes  his  functions — to  make  and  preserve 
a  public  record  of  legal  documents  which  by  law  he  is  bound  to  record, 
for  both  county  officials  and  private  persons.3  Of  the  many  kinds  of 
instruments  recorded  the  more  important  are:  Deeds  and  mortgages;4 
chattel  mortgages;3  satisfactions,  cancelations,  and  assignments  of  any 
kind;6  releases;7  mechanic's  liens;8  leases;9  articles  of  incorporation;1* 
certificates  of  admission  for  foreign  corporations  to  do  business  in  In- 
diana;11 cemetery  deeds;12  and  articles  of  cemetery  associations.13  He 
also  registers  farm  names.14 

The  forms  and  methods  to  be  used  by  the  recorder  are  described 
in  detail  in  the  statutes.  He  keeps  an  entry  book  in  which  he  enters, 
as  filed,  all  instruments  delivered  to  him  for  recording,  noting  day  and 
hour  received,  which  time  is  the  legal  date  of  recording.15  In  addition 
to  the  records  enumerated  above,  he  keeps  a  fee  book  and  a  cashbook, 
and  enters  therein,  as  received,  all  money  received  in  his  office.16  He 
is  required  to  index  his  records,  both  in  each  volume  and  in  complete 
or  general  indexes."

V.    CIRCUIT  COURT 

The  circuit  court,  established  by  the  Constitution  of  1851,  consists 
of  one  judge  and  is  vested  with  such  jurisdiction  as  is  prescribed  by  law. 
The  judge  is  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  circuit  for  a  six-year  term.1 
The  twentieth  circuit  since  1911  has  comprised  Boone  County,  and  the 
court  is  styled  "Boone  Circuit  Court."2 

When  Boone  County  was  organized  in  1830,  its  various  parts  were, 
for  judicial  purposes,  attached  to  the  counties  from  which  they  had 
been  taken.3  An  act  of  1832  established  Boone  Circuit  Court  as  a  part 
of  the  fifth  circuit.4  Under  the  authority  of  the  Constitution  of  1816 
and  an  act  of  1831,  the  court  consisted  of  a  president  judge  and  two 
associate  judges.5  The  first  session  met  on  April  19,  1832,  and  lasted 
two  days.6 

From  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1830  to  1852,  probate  mat- 
ters were  under  the  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  a  probate 
court.7  From  1853  to  1873  probate  matters  and  certain  criminal  and 
other  civil  cases  were  under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court  of  common

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pleas.8  When  this  court  was  abolished  in  1873,  all  jurisdiction  was 
transferred  to  the  circuit  court.9 

The  circuit  court  has  original  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  cases  at 
law  and  equity  whatsoever,  criminal  cases,  actions  for  divorce,  and 
settlement  of  decedents'  estates  and  guardianships,  except  as  exclusive 
or  concurrent  jurisdiction  is  conferred  by  law  upon  justices  of  the 
peace.10  It  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  all  matters  relating  to  children. 
In  hearing  such  cases,  it  sits  as  the  juvenile  court.11  It  has  such  appel- 
late jurisdiction  as  is  conferred  by  law.  It  also  has  jurisdiction  of  all 
other  causes,  matters,  and  proceedings,  where  exclusive  jurisdiction 
thereof  is  not  conferred  upon  some  other  court,  board,  or  officer.12 

The  court  has  power  to  make  all  proper  judgments,  sentences,  de- 
crees, orders,  and  injunctions;  to  issue  all  process;13  and  to  adopt  rules 
for  conducting  its  business.14  The  order  of  business  is,  in  precedence,  as 
follows:  Probate  cases,  criminal  cases,  and  civil  cases.13 

The  chief  officers  of  the  court  are  the  sheriff,  the  prosecuting  at- 
torney, and  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.  The  sheriff  attends  upon  the 
court  and  serves  all  process  directed  to  him  therefrom.10  The  prosecuting 
attorney  prosecutes  the  pleas  of  the  state  in  the  court.17  The  clerk  of 
the  circuit  court  draws  up  each  day's  proceedings  at  full  length  in  the 
proper  order  book  which  is  signed  by  the  circuit  judge.18  All  causes  are 
filed  and  entered  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and  num- 
bered in  consecutive  order  as  filed.19  The  clerk  is  also  charged  by  statute 
with  the  duty  of  keeping  and  preserving  the  official  records  of  the  court. 2I>

All  probate  causes  of  Boone  County  are  under  the  exclusive  juris- 
diction of  the  Boone  Circuit  Court.  This  court  has  had  this  jurisdiction 
since  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  abolished  in  1873. 

At  the  organization  of  the  county  in  1830,  the  probate  court  of 
Boone  County  was  established  under  a  law  of  1829,  which  placed  probate 
matters  in  a  separate  court,  consisting  of  one  judge,  elected  by  the  vot- 
ers of  the  county  for  a  term  of  seven  years.  It  had  original  and  ex- 
clusive jurisdiction  in  matters  relating  to  probate  of  wills;  granting 
letters  of  administration;  settlement  of  decedents'  estates;  appointment 
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of  guardians  for  minors  and  persons  of  unsound  mind;  and  approval  of 
bonds  of  guardians,  administrators,  and  executors.1 

In  1852  the  general  assembly  abolished  the  probate  court2  and  created 
the  "Court  of  Common  Pleas  of  Boone  County"  as  a  part  of  the  district 
embracing  Boone  and  Montgomery  Counties.3  The  court  of  common 
pleas  had  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  of  probate  causes,  except 
in  special  cases  where  concurrent  jurisdiction  was  given  to  the  circuit 
court  or  to  some  other  court.4 

The  general  assembly  in  1873  abolished  the  court  of  common  pleas 
and  transferred  its  jurisdiction  to  the  circuit  court,6  and  all  the  records  of 
the  court  of  common  pleas  were  transferred  to  the  circuit  court.0 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  was  the  clerk  of  the  probate  court7 
and  the  clerk  of  the  common  pleas  court.8 

All  records  pertaining  to  probate  causes  are  filed  and  preserved  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.9

From  1853  to  1873  there  existed  a  separate  court,  styled  the  "Court 
of  Common  Pleas  of  Boone  County."  The  court  was  established  by  an 
act  of  1852,  effective  in  1853,  as  a  part  of  a  district  embracing  Boone 
and  Montgomery  Counties,  and  consisted  of  one  judge,  elected  by  the 
voters  of  the  district  for  a  four-year  term.1 

The  court  had  original  and  exclusive  jurisdiction  in  matters  relating 
to  probate  of  wills  and  to  appointment  of  guardians  for  persons  of  un- 
sound mind,  and  in  matters  relating  to  executors  and  administrators, 
except  in  special  cases  where  concurrent  jurisdiction  was  given  to  the 
circuit  court  or  some  other  court;2  concurrent  jurisdiction  with  the 
circuit  court  in  civil  matters  ranging  from  fifty  to  one  thousand  dollars, 
except  in  cases  of  slander,  libel,  breach  of  marriage  contract,  action  on 
an  official  bond,  and  where  the  title  of  real  estate  was  in  issue;3  juris- 
diction in  civil  matters  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  relating  to  judg- 
ments confessed  by  consent  of  both  parties  or  in  an  agreed  case;* 
original  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  not  amounting  to  felony,  except 
those  over  which  justices  of  the  peace  had  exclusive  jurisdiction,6  and 
in  felony  cases  not  punishable  by  death  providing  that  the  accused 
voluntarily  agreed  to  trial;  and  jurisdiction  in  any  criminal  case  on 
change  of  venue  from  the  circuit  court.6 

In  1873,  the  general  assembly  abolished  the  court  of  common  pleas 
and  transferred  its  jurisdiction  to  the  circuit  court.7 

The  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  was  the  clerk  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas8  and  was  required  to  keep  separate  records  for  this  court." 
When  the  court  of  common  pleas  was  abolished,  the  records  were  trans- 
ferred to  the  circuit  court.10

VI.  SHERIFF 

The  sheriff  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  two-year  term. 
No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  sheriff  for  more  than  four  years  in 
any  six-year  period.  The  sheriff  is  required  to  post  bond  in  the  amount 
of  from  five  thousand  to  fifteen  thousand  dollars  as  fixed  by  the  board 
of  commissioners.1 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  sheriff  was  es- 
tablished at  the  organization  of  Boone  County  in  1830,  under  the  au- 
thority of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1824  which  directed 
the  Governor  to  appoint  a  sheriff  in  any  new  county  formed,  to  act 
as  such  until  such  an  officer  is  duly  elected  and  qualified.2 

The  sheriff  is  a  conservator  of  the  peace  within  Boone  County.  He 
is  required  to  arrest  without  process  all  persons,  who  within  his  view 
commit  any  crime  or  misdemeanor,  and  hold  them  in  custody  during 
investigation  of  the  cause  of  such  arrest;  to  suppress  all  breaches  of

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the  peace,  with  authority  to  call  to  his  aid  the  power  of  the  county; 
to  pursue  and  commit  to  jail  all  felons;  to  execute  all  process  directed 
to  him  by  legal  authority;  and  to  maintain  and  preserve  order  in  the 
courts  of  the  county  except  courts  of  justice  of  the  peace.  He  also 
maintains  the  jail  and  takes  care  of  the  prisoners  confined  in  it.*  It  is 
his  duty  to  protect  persons  in  danger  of  possible  lynchings.4  He  makes 
arrests  of  all  persons  on  warrants  issued  upon  indictments  and  affidavits, 
and  commits  them  to  jail;  and  also  serves  summons  in  cases  of  mis- 
demeanor.5 

The  sheriff  sells  mortgaged  property  on  foreclosure  proceedings 
and  property  on  executions;6  execute  deeds  to  real  estate  sold  by  him;7 
conveys  persons  committed  to  state  charitable,  correctional,  or  penal 
institutions;8  and  attends  sessions  and  executes  the  orders  of  the  county 
council9  and  the  board  of  commissioners.10 

The  chief  records  which  the  sheriff  keeps  are  a  cashbook,  a  fee 
book,n  and  a  jail  record.12

VII.  CORONER 

The  coroner  is  a  constitutional  officer  elected  for  a  two-year  term, 
without  restriction  on  reelection.1  He  is  required  to  post  a  bond  of  not 
more  than  five  thousand  nor  less  than  one  thousand  dollars,  as  fixed  by 
the  board  of  commissioners.2 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  coroner  was  estab- 
lished at  the  organization  of  Boone  County  in  1830,  under  the  authority 
of  the  Constitution  of  1816  and  an  act  of  1824  which  directed  the 
Governor  to  appoint  a  coroner  in  any  new  county  formed,  to  act  as 
such  until  such  an  officer  is  duly  elected  and  qualified.8 

The  coroner  is  required  to  investigate  deaths  by  violence,  by  acci- 
dent, and  of  suspicious  nature;  to  inquire  into  the  cause  and  manner 
of  death;4  and  to  order  the  arrest  of  any  person  whom  he  may  charge 
with  murder.6  He  holds  such  inquests  without  a  jury,6  and  may  subpena 
witnesses  and  employ  a  physician  to  make  a  post-mortem  examination;7

He  is  a  peace  officer  with 
the  same  powers  as  the  sheriff,10  and  acts  as  sheriff  in  event  of  absence, 
vacancy,  personal  interest,  or  incapacity  of  that  officer,11  and  arrests  and 
commits  to  jail  the  sheriff  if  necessary.12

VIII.    PROSECUTING  ATTORNEY 

The  prosecuting  attorney  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  in  each 
judicial  circuit  court  for  a  two-year  term.1  He  is  required  to  execute  a 
bond  in  the  amount  of  five  thousand  dollars,  to  be  approved  by  the 
judge  of  the  circuit  court  and  filed  with  the  clerk.2 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  circuit  prosecutor  in  the  fifth 
circuit  was  chosen  by  a  joint  ballot  of  the  senate  and  house  of  representa- 
tives by  an  act  of  1831.8  Boone  Circuit  Court  was  established  as  a  part 
of  the  fifth  circuit  in  1832.4  The  legislature  in  1843  provided  that  the 
prosecuting  attorney  be  elected  by  the  voters  of  the  circuit.6  In  1847 
the  prosecuting  attorney  was  made  a  county  officer,  elected  by  the  voters 
thereof.6  The  act  of  1847  was  repealed  in  1851,  and  the  provisions  of 
the  act  of  1843  were  restored.7 

The  prosecuting  attorney  prosecutes  the  pleas  of  the  state8  in  all 
courts  of  Boone  County,  including  the  courts  of  justice  of  the  peace,  as 
provided  by  law.9  He  appears  before  the  grand  jury  to  furnish  in- 
formation relative  to  matters  cognizable  by  it  or  upon  any  legal  matter,

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and  signs  all  indictments  found,  but  is  excluded  from  its  deliberations.19 
He  may  also  prosecute  by  affidavit  persons  accused  of  public  offenses 
except  treason  and  murder."  He  conducts  all  prosecutions  for  felonies 
and  misdemeanors  in  Boone  County,  all  suits  on  forfeited  recognizances, 
resists  applications  for  changing  names,  and  superintends  on  behalf  of 
the  county  or  any  of  its  trust  funds,  all  suits  in  which  the  same  may  be 
interested  or  involved.12  He  defends  persons  of  unsound  mind  or  in- 
capable of  managing  their  business  affairs  by  reason  of  old  age  or  other 
infirmity,  and  protects  their  interest;13  and  resists  undefended  actions 
for  divorce.14 

The  prosecuting  attorney  may  take  acknowledgments  to  deeds  or 
other  instruments  in  writing,  administer  oaths,  protest  notes  and  checks, 
take  deposition  of  witnesses,  and  perform  any  duty  now  conferred  on  a 
notary  public.16

IX.  ASSESSOR 

The  assessor  is  a  statutory  officer,  elected  for  a  four-year  term. 
He  must  be  a  continuous  resident  freeholder  of  Boone  County  for  not 
less  than  four  years  prior  to  the  date  of  his  election,  and  post  a  five 
thousand  dollar  bond,  with  two  or  more  good  freehold  sureties  ap- 
proved by  the  auditor,  who  also  administers  the  oath  of  office.  His 
work  is  under  the  direction  of  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners,  and 
he  may  be  removed  by  that  board,  after  a  hearing,  for  incompetency, 
neglect  of  duty,  or  misconduct  in  office.1 

The  legislature  in  1841  created  the  county  offices  of  appraiser2  and 
assessor3  with  similar  functions  relative  to  valuation  for  taxation  of 
real  and  personal  property,  respectively.  The  office  of  assessor  existed 
in  Boone  County  until  1852,  when  the  office  was  discontinued,4  and  the 
duties  devolved  upon  township  assessors.  The  office  of  appraiser  was 
discontinued  in  1872,B  and  replaced  by  the  office  of  county  assessor,  then

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reestablished.6  Three  years  later  the  office  was  abolished7  and  again  es- 
tablished in  1891  in  its  present  form.8 

The  duties  of  the  assessor  are  to  examine  carefully  tax  duplicates 
and  other  records  in  the  offices  of  the  auditor,  treasurer,  recorder,  clerk, 
sheriff,  and  surveyor,  together  with  the  returns  of  the  township  assessors, 
and  to  discover,  list,  and  assess  all  omitted  property  of  every  kind,  en- 
tering his  valuations  in  a  separate  column  on  the  township  assessors' 
records;  to  list  and  assess  any  omitted  property  which  he  discovers 
at  any  time  of  the  year;  to  instruct  and  advise  the  township  assessors; 
to  report  to  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners  any  delinquencies  of 
township  assessors;9  to  set  a  value  upon  intangibles  for  taxes;10  and 
to  appraise  estates  for  inheritance  taxes.11  He  is  ex  officio  member  and 
president  of  the  Boone  County  Board  of  Review.12 

The  assessor  is  required  to  return  to  the  auditor  all  township  asses- 
sors' books,  returns,  lists,  schedules,  and  other  papers  received  by  him 
from  the  auditor,  together  with  such  additional  books,  lists,  assessments, 
and  papers  as  he  has  made  thereto  on  or  before  the  first  Monday  after 
July  4  of  each  year.13

X.    BOARD  OF  REVIEW 

The  board  of  review  of  Boone  County,  established  under  an  act 
of  18911  and  subsequent  amendments,  reviews  assessments  and  equalizes 
the  valuation  of  real  and  personal  property.  Its  members  are  the  as- 
sessor, auditor,  and  treasurer,  ex  officio,  and  two  freeholders  of  oppo- 
site political  parties,  appointed  annually  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit 
court.  The  assessor  is  president  and  the  auditor  is  secretary.2 

Prior  to  1891,  there  was  a  county  board  of  equalization,  consisting 
of  the  board  of  commissioners  and  certain  other  members — in  1841,  the 
auditor  and  the  assessor;3  in  1852,  the  auditor  and  the  appraiser  or 
appraisers;4  in  1872,  the  auditor  and  the  assessor;5  and  in  1881,  four 
freeholders  from  different  parts  of  the  county,  appointed  by  the  judge 
of  the  circuit  court.6  In  1891  the  board  of  review  was  created,  consist- 
ing of  the  assessor,  auditor,  and  treasurer;  in  1895  two  freeholders  were 
added  to  the  board;7  and  the  act  of  1919  requires  the  two  freeholders 
to  be  of  opposite  political  parties. 

The  board  of  review  holds  an  annual  meeting  beginning  on  the  first 
Monday  of  June.  A  majority  constitutes  a  quorum  for  the  transaction 
of  business  and  may  decide  any  question.  At  the  meeting  the  auditor 
submits  for  examination  the  assessment  list  of  the  county  returned  by 
the  township  assessors,  and  the  county  assessor  reports  all  corrections 
and  changes  which  in  his  judgment  ought  to  be  made,  which  the  board 
considers  and  acts  upon,  and  it  may,  upon  its  own  motion,  add  omitted 
property.8 

The  board  adjusts  inequalities  in  the  valuation  of  particular  tracts 
or  lots,9  hears  complaints  of  owners  of  personal  property,  corrects  errors 
in  the  description  and  assessment,  and  passes  upon  each  valuation  in

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the  township  assessors'  lists.10  It  assesses  the  capital  stock  and  franchises 
of  corporations  in  the  county,  except  those  assessed  by  the  state  board 
of  tax  commissioners,  such  as  railroad,  telephone,  and  telegraph  com- 
panies.11 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  inquire  as  to  the  valuation  of  various 
classes  of  property  in  the  townships  or  any  taxing  unit,  to  make  such 
changes  as  may  be  necessary,  and  to  determine  the  amount  to  be  added 
or  deducted  in  order  to  make  an  equitable  equalization  of  valuation 
throughout  the  county.  If  the  board  shall  find  the  aggregate  assessment 
too  high,  too  low,  or  unequal,  it  may  set  aside  the  assessment  of  the 
whole  county,  or  of  any  township  or  taxing  unit  therein,  and  order  a 
new  assessment." 

The  auditor,  as  secretary,  is  required  to  keep  full  and  accurate 
minutes  of  the  proceedings  of  the  board.  The  changes  made  by  the 
board  are  entered  in  a  separate  column  in  the  assessment  lists.13

XI.    BOARD  OF  TAX  ADJUSTMENT 

The  board  of  tax  adjustment  of  Boone  County  consists  of  seven 
members,  chosen  in  accordance  with  an  act  of  1937,  as  follows:  One 
member  of  the  county  council,  chosen  by  the  council;  the  mayor  of  the 
largest  city  in  the  county  or  any  public  official  of  any  city  in  the  county 
appointed  by  the  said  mayor  of  the  largest  city  in  the  county;  one 
member  of  the  county  board  of  education  selected  by  such  board;  and 
four  freeholders  of  the  county  appointed  annually  by  the  judge  of  the 
circuit  court.  Not  more  than  four  of  the  seven  members  may  be  ad- 
herents of  the  same  political  party.  The  board  elects  its  own  chairman 
and  vice-chairman,  and  the  auditor  acts  as  clerk,  but  has  no  vote  in 
its  proceedings.1 

The  board  was  first  created  by  an  act  of  19322  and  reconstituted 
by  an  act  of  1933,3  with  seven  members  as  at  present,  differing  chiefly 
in  qualifications  and  methods  of  appointment.

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The  auditor  lays  before  the  board,  at  its  annual  meeting  beginning 
the  second  Monday  of  September  and  ending  not  later  than  the  first 
day  of  October,  the  budgets  adopted  and  the  tax  levies  and  rates  fixed 
by  the  proper  authorities  of  each  municipal  corporation  for  the  ensuing 
year.* 

It  is  the  duty  of  the  board  to  examine,  revise,  change,  or  reduce, 
but  not  increase,  any  budget,  tax  levy,  or  rate,  holding  such  budget 
within  the  total  amount  of  revenue  to  be  raised  therefor.  No  change  can 
be  made  in  detailed  items,  but  only  in  the  total  amounts  budgeted  for 
each  office.6  The  total  of  all  tax  rates  on  property  within  any  municipal 
corporation  for  all  municipal  corporations  for  which  the  property 
therein  is  taxable,  with  certain  exceptions,  must  not  exceed  the  total 
rate  as  provided  by  law.6  The  board  has  the  right  to  require  officials 
submitting  budget  estimates  and  tax  levies  and  rates,  to  attend  its 
meeting  or  to  furnish  any  necessary  information,  and  it  may  employ  an 
examiner  of  the  state  board  of  accounts  to  assist  in  its  duties.7 

The  auditor,  as  clerk,  keeps  a  complete  record  of  all  its  proceed- 
ings.8

XII.    BOARD  OF  FINANCE 

The  board  of  finance  of  Boone  County  consists  of  the  board  of 
commissioners  under  the  authority  of  the  Depository  Act  of  1937.  The 
auditor  is  the  secretary,1  and  the  board  elects  its  president.2 

The  board  was  first  created  by  an  act  of  19073  and  recreated  by 
the  Depository  Act  of  1935.4 

The  board  of  finance  has  supervision  of  all  public  funds  of  the 
county  and  of  the  safekeeping  and  deposit  thereof,6  and  may  sue  and

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be  sued,  in  its  own  name,  in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction.*  It 
designates  the  banks  to  serve  as  depositories  for  county  funds.7  The 
board  receives  monthly  statements  of  county  funds  on  deposit  from 
the  banks,8  and  may,  as  it  sees  fit,  revoke  the  commission  of  any  de- 
pository at  any  time." 

The  board  of  finance  holds  an  annual  meeting  on  the  third  Monday 
in  January  for  its  organization,10  a  biennial  meeting  on  the  third 
Monday  in  February,  in  the  odd  numbered  years,  for  the  consideration 
of  proposals  of  banks  as  depositories  for  the  ensuing  two-year  period." 

The  agents  of  all  boards  of  finance — county,  city,  town,  school,  and 
township — and  of  all  banks  desiring  to  become  depositories,  are  called 
together  by  the  president  of  the  county  board  in  a  joint  meeting  bien- 
nially, within  five  days  before  the  date  fixed  for  filing  the  proposals, 
for  the  purpose  of  making  an  agreement  designating  depositories  and 
the  amount  of  deposits  in  each.  The  total  maximum  amount  of  all  public 
funds  controlled  by  the  several  boards  in  the  county  is  considered  as 
one  fund  in  making  deposits  in  such  proportion  as  the  total  resources 
of  each  depository  bear  ,  to  the  total  resources  of  all.  The  secretary  of 
the  county  board  is  the  secretary  of  the  joint  meeting  and  records  its 
proceedings  in  the  record  of  the  county  board.12 

The  auditor,  as  secretary  of  the  board  of  finance,  keeps  a  record 
of  its  proceedings.13

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XIII.    SCHOOL  FUND  BOARD 

The  school  fund  board  of  Boone  County,  as  created  by  an  act  of 
1935,  consists  of  the  auditor  and  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court  ex  officio 
and  one  member  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  for  a  two- 
year  term.  No  more  than  two  members  of  the  board  may  be  adherents 
of  the  same  political  party.1 

Originally,  loans  from  the  school  funds  of  Boone  County  were 
made  by  the  school  commissioner,  elected  by  the  voters,  in  accordance 
with  an  act  of  1831.  The  school  commissioner  was  a  financial  agent 
of  the  county  to  manage  the  school  funds  and  the  lands  belonging  there- 
to.* This  office  was  abolished  in  1852  and  the  duties  divided  between  the 
auditor  and  treasurer.3  The  auditor  had  the  sole  authority  to  make 
loans  until  1935.4 

The  school  fund  board  makes  all  loans  from  the  common  school 
and  the  congressional  township  school  funds  to  owners  of  real  estate, 
such  loans  to  be  secured  by  mortgage.  The  board  must  satisfy  itself, 
after  approval  of  the  title  by  the  county  attorney,  as  to  the  value  of 
real  estate  offered  in  the  mortgage,  the  validity  of  the  title,  and  whether 
it  is  encumbered.5  Loans  may  also  be  made  to  the  county  upon  proper 
authorization  by  the  county  council,  in  certain  cases,  for  a  period  not 
exceeding  five  years.6

XIV.  TREASURER 

The  treasurer  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  two-year  term. 
No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  treasurer  for  more  than  four  years 
in  any  six-year  period.1  He  is  required  to  execute  his  official  bond  in  the 
penalty  of  not  less  than  the  amount  of  money  which  may  come  into  his 
hands  at  any  time  during  his  term.2 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  office  of  treasurer  was  es-

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tablished  at  the  organization  of  Boone  County.3  The  treasurer  was 
appointed  by  the  board  doing  county  business,  under  an  act  of  1824.*  The 
treasurer  became  an  elective  officer  by  an  act  of  1841.5 

The  treasurer  receives  all  moneys  coming  to  Boone  County  and 
disburses  the  same  on  the  proper  orders  issued  and  attested  by  the 
auditor.6  He  collects  all  taxes  for  state,  county,  school,  road,  or  other 
purposes,  due  the  county  on  the  tax  duplicate,7  delivered  to  him  by 
the  auditor,8  including  city  taxes.9  He  sells  by  public  auction  real  estate10 
and  personal  property11  for  delinquent  taxes.  He  also  collects  taxes  from 
corporations  in  the  county,13  and  the  excise  tax  on  shares  of  stock  and 
deposits  of  banks13  and  loan  associations;14  and  sells  intangible  tax 
stamps  for  the  state  board  of  tax  commissioners.15 

The  treasurer  makes  quarterly  reports  to  the  board  of  commis- 
sioners, showing  the  true  amount  of  money  in  the  county  treasury;16 
a  monthly  report  to  the  auditor,  showing  the  total  amount  of  cash 
payments  received  during  the  month  and  the  respective  accounts 
credited,"  semiannual  settlements  for  taxes  with  the  county  auditor  in 
May  and  December18  and  in  accordance  therewith  pays  to  the  state 
treasurer  in  June  and  December  all  money  due  for  state  purposes;19 
and  makes  such  other  payments  to  the  state  treasurer  as  authorized 
during  the  year.20  He  makes  to  the  auditor,  quarterly  and  at  the 
expiration  of  his  term  of  office,  a  sworn  report  showing  specifically  the 
amount  of  fees  collected,31  and  deposits  quarterly  with  the  auditor  all 
orders  redeemed.22  The  treasurer  is  ex  officio  a  member  of  Boone  County 
Board  of  Review.33 

The  treasurer  keeps  separate  cashbooks — for  taxes  and  special  as- 
sessments and  for  payments  for  all  other  purposes.34  He  is  required  to 
keep  his  books  by  separate  accounts  for  separate  funds  or  specific  ap- 
propriations as  well  as  by  one  general  account.25

XV.  AUDITOR 

The  auditor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  four-year  term. 
No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  auditor  for  more  than  eight  years 
in  any  twelve-year  period.1  He  is  required  to  post  bond  in  the  amount 
of  ten  thousand  dollars  approved  by  and  filed  with  the  county  commis- 
sioners.2 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  this  office  was  established  by  the 
general  assembly  in  1841.3 

The  auditor  is  the  financial  agent  of  the  county  and  the  routine 
administration  of  county  affairs  centers  in  his  office,  through  which  all 
financial  transactions  are  conducted. 

The  principal  functions  of  the  auditor  are  fourfold:  As  a  county 
"controller",  he  keeps  the  accounts  of  the  county  and  issues  warrants 
for  all  claims  allowed  by  the  commissioners,  by  court  order,4  or  otherwise 
as  statutes  provide.5  Ex  officio  he  is  clerk  to  the  board  of  commissioners,8 
the  county  council,7  and  the  board  of  tax  adjustment,8  and  secretary 
of  the  board  of  finance.9  He  is  also  a  member  and  the  secretary  of  the 
board  of  review,™  and  a  member  of  the  school  fund  board."  As  a  tax 
officer,  he  prepares  the  official  tax  duplicates,12  certifies  to  the  treasurer

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the  amount  of  taxes  due  from  banks;"  and,  if  the  board  of  tax  adjust- 
ment fails  to  complete  its  duties  on  time  or  to  reduce  the  rate  to  the 
legal  maximum,  fixes  the  tax  rate  within  any  municipal  corporation  in 
the  county.1'  As  budget  officer  he  compiles  estimates  made  to  him  by 
each  county  agency;  keeps  them  on  file  for  one  month,  subject  to  inspec- 
tion by  any  taxpayer;  and  submits  them  with  his  recommendations  to 
the  county  council  at  its  annual  meeting.18 

Other  duties  are :  Managing  the  common  school  and  the  congressional 
township  school  funds,  with  the  exception  of  making  loans;16  preparing 
the  ditch  duplicate,  covering  assessments  for  construction  or  repair  of 
ditches  and  drains;17  issuing  licenses  to  peddlers,  shows,  and  theaters,1* 
and  permits  for  public  warehouses;19  acknowledging  deeds  and  mort- 
gages executed  for  the  security  of  trust  fund  loans;20  and  approving 
bonds  of  township  trustees.21 

The  auditor  keeps  a  record  of  all  the  financial  transactions  of  his 
office  in  cashbooks,22  warrant  books,23  and  fee  books,2*  and  in  such  separate 
books  as  prescribed  by  statute.  He  is  required  to  keep  separate  accounts 
for  each  specific  item  of  appropriation  by  the  county  council26  and  an 
accurate  account  current,  with  the  treasurer,  of  county  funds.26  He 
also  keeps  a  transfer  book,  arranged  by  townships,  cities,  and  towns, 
of  all  land  conveyances  in  the  county.27  He  keeps  the  records  of  all  the 
boards  of  which  he  is  clerk  or  secretary  and  must  preserve  the  docu- 
ments, books,  papers,  and  maps  deposited  in  his  office.28 

All  the  records  are  located  in  the  courthouse.

XVI.    REGISTRATION  OFFICER 

The  registration  officer  of  Boone  County  is  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court,  ex  officio,  by  authority  of  an  act  of  1933.1 

The  Constitution  of  1851  prescribed  the  qualifications  of  voters3  and 
an  amendment  of  1881  enjoined  the  general  assembly  to  provide  for  the 
registration  of  all  persons  entitled  to  vote.3  Various  laws  for  registra- 
tion have  been  enacted:  An  act  of  1867,  establishing  a  township  board 
of  registry4  was  repealed  in  1869  ;5  acts  of  18896  and  1891,7  providing 
for  registration  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  were  de- 
clared unconstitutional  in  18908  and  1896,°  respectively;  an  act  of  1911, 
providing  for  a  precinct  registration  board,10  we  repealed  in  1917  j11  an

act  of  1917,  creating  a  board  of  registration  commissioners,  generally 
called  the  registration  board,  consisting  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court 
and  two  qualified  electors  appointed  by  him,  one  from  each  of  the  major 
political  parties,1"  was  abolished  in  191918  and  succeeded  by  precinct 
boards  established  by  an  act  of  that  year;14  an  act  of  1925,  created  a 
registration  board,  consisting  of  the  auditor  and  a  person  of  opposite 
political  faith,  appointed  by  him.15  In  1927  all  preceding  acts  from 
1919  were  repealed.1'1  The  present  system  was  established  by  the  act 
of  1933,  amended  in  1935.17 

The  registration  officer  has  full  charge  and  control  of  the  registra- 
tion of  the  voters  and  provides  all  the  necessary  books  and  supplies  for 
the  registering  of  voters.18 

Records  compiled  under  the  early  laws  outlined  above  are  in  the 
custody  of  the  officer  charged  with  their  care,  either  the  auditor  or  the 
clerk.  Current  records  are  in  the  office  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court 
as  ex  officio  registration  officer.1®

XVIII.    BOARD  OF  CANVASSERS 

The  board  of  canvassers  of  Boone  County,  consisting  of  the  elec- 
tion commissioners,  was  established  by  an  act  of  1905.1  The  members 
are  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court,  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him, 
one  from  each  of  the  major  political  parties,  nominated  by  the  respec- 
tive chairmen  of  the  county  committees  of  the  parties.2  The  board 
elects  its  own  chairman  and  its  clerk  is  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.8 

Prior  to  1905,  the  board  of  canvassers,  as  first  established  under 
the  authority  of  the  revised  statutes  of  1852,  consisted  of  all  the  pre- 
cinct inspectors  of  election  of  the  county.4 

The  members  of  the  board  are  required  to  assemble  at  six  o'clock, 
p.m.,  on  the  day  of  each  election  to  canvass  and  estimate  the  certificates, 
poll  lists,  and  tally  papers  returned  by  the  election  inspectors;6  to  tabu- 
late therefrom  the  votes  of  the  county;6  and  to  declare  in  a  certified 
statement  the  candidates  elected  in  the  county.7 

Such  certificates,  together  with  a  statement  of  all  votes  tabulated, 
canvass  sheets,  poll  books,  and  tally  papers,  are  delivered  to  the  clerk 
of  the  circuit  court  and  filed  and  preserved  by  him  in  his  office,  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  legal  voter.8

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XIX.    BOARD  OF  ELECTION  COMMISSIONERS 

The  board  of  election  commissioners  of  Boone  County  was  estab- 
lished by  an  act  of  1889.  The  board  consists  of  the  clerk  of  the  circuit 
court,  and  two  persons  appointed  by  him,  one  from  each  of  the  major 
political  parties,  nominated  by  the  respective  chairmen  of  the  county 
committees  of  the  parties.1  The  primary  election  commissioners,  since 
1915,  serve  as  the  election  commissioners  at  general  elections.2  The  board 
of  election  commissioners,  since  1905,  constitutes  the  board  of  can- 
vassers.3 

The  board  supervises  general  elections  and  prints  and  distributes 
ballots  for  the  election  of  county  officers.  The  ballots  are  prepared  in 
accordance  with  petitions  for  placing  candidates'  names  on  the  ballot 
and  with  certificates  of  nomination  by  convention  or  primary  election, 
as  filed  with  the  clerk  of  the  circuit  court.4

XX.    BOARD  OF  EDUCATION 

The  board  of  education  of  Boone  County,  under  the  authority  of 
an  act  of  1877,  consists  of  the  county  superintendent  of  schools,  the 
township  trustees,  and  the  chairman  of  school  trustees  of  each  city  and 
town  of  the  county.  The  majority  of  the  members  constitutes  a  quorum, 
and  the  superintendent  of  schools  presides  at  its  meetings  and  has  a 
vote  on  all  questions.1 

The  board  was  first  established  by  an  act  of  1873  with  the  same 
membership  except  that  all  the  school  trustees  of  each  town  and  town- 
ship of  the  county  were  members.2 

The  board  meets  semiannually  on  the  first  day  of  May  and  Septem- 
ber to  consider  the  general  needs  of  the  schools  and  to  provide  for  the 
maintenance  of  school  property  and  purchase  of  furniture,  books,  maps, 
charts,  and  other  supplies.3  It  may  purchase  textbooks  from  publishers 
and  sell  them  to  pupils  at  cost*  or  rent  them  to  pupils  at  not  to  exceed 
twenty-five  per  cent  of  the  retail  price.5

XXI.    SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

The  superintendent  of  schools  of  Boone  County  is  elected  by  the 
township  trustees  for  a  four-year  term,  under  the  authority  of  an  act 
of  1899,  and  later  amendments,  which  increased  his  powers  as  originally 
defined  in  an  act  of  1873.1  No  person  is  eligible  to  the  office  of  super- 
intendent of  schools  who  has  not  had  five  years'  successful  experience 
as  a  teacher  and  who  does  not  hold  a  first  or  second  grade  super- 
intendent's license.2  The  superintendent  must  execute  a  bond  of  five 
thousand  dollars,  approved  by  the  auditor.3

His  duties 
are  to  visit  the  schools  in  session  for  the  purpose  of  increasing  their 
usefulness  and  raising  their  standards  as  uniformly  as  practicable;8 
to  conduct  county  teachers'  institutes9  and  conduct  and  preside  over 
township  institutes;10  to  report  as  to  teachers'  preparation,  experience, 
and  license  before  they  are  employed;11  to  compile  the  enumeration  of 
pupils  of  the  county12  and  from  such  returns  make  out  the  apportion- 
ment of  the  school  revenues;13  and  to  carry  out  the  orders  of  the  state 
board  of  education  and  the  state  superintendent  of  public  instruction.1* 
He  is  ex  officio  member  of  the  county  board  of  education  and  presides  at 
its  meetings.15 

The  superintendent  keeps  a  record  of  minutes  of  his  proceedings1" 
and  a  complete  record  of  licenses  held  by  all  regular  school  teachers,  date 
of  employment,  and  their  success  grades.17

XXII.    HEALTH  COMMISSIONER 

The  health  commissioner  of  Boone  County  is  elected  by  the  board 
of  commissioners  for  a  four-year  term,  under  the  authority  of  an  act 
of  1909.1  He  must  be  a  licensed  physician,  well  informed  in  sanitary 
science  and  hygiene,  and  skilled  in  the  preventive  management  of  in- 
fectious and  contagious  diseases.  He  is  required  to  pass  an  examination 
in  hygiene  and  sanitary  science,  prescribed  by  the  state  board  of  health,3 
and  to  give  bond  in  the  amount  that  the  board  of  commissioners  deter- 
mines.3 

From  1881  to  1909  the  board  of  commissioners  constituted  ex  officio 
the  county  board  of  health  and  elected  annually  a  secretary,  who  was 
a  physician  and  served  as  health  officer.4  An  act  of  1891  enlarged  the 
duties  of  the  board  and  its  secretary  was  its  executive  officer.5  The  act 
of  1909  abolished  the  board  of  health. 

The  health  commissioner  enforces  the  health  laws  of  the  state  and 
the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  state  board  of  health,6  oversees  inspec- 
tion of  food  and  drugs,7  condemns  buildings  unfit  for  human  habitation,8 
and  issues  burial  permits.9  He  makes  inspections  of  all  public  buildings 
and  institutions  and  of  private  property;  investigates  the  presence, 
source,  and  cause  of  disease,  and  establishes  quarantine;  if  necessary, 
closes  schools  and  churches  and  forbids  public  gatherings  in  order  to 
prevent  epidemics;  and  protects  the  public  health  in  all  reasonable  and 
necessary  ways.  He  makes  monthly  reports  of  his  work  to  the  state 
board  of  health.10

XXIII.    DEPARTMENT  OF  PUBLIC  WELFARE 

The  department  of  public  welfare  of  Boone  County,  created  by  the 
general  assembly  in  1936,  is  administered  by  a  board  of  public  welfare.1 
The  department  may  sue  or  be  sued  in  its  own  name.2 

Previous  to  the  creation  of  the  department  of  public  welfare,  an

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old-age  pension  system  was  administered  by  the  board  of  commissioners, 
under  an  act  of  1933,8  and  child  welfare,  by  the  board  of  children's 
guardians,  under  an  act  of  1901."  These  duties,  together  with  the  right 
of  advisory  inspection  of  public  institutions  formerly  belonging  to  the 
board  of  charities  and  corrections,  under  an  act  of  1899,6  were  con- 
solidated in  the  new  department." 

The  board  of  public  welfare  consists  of  five  persons  having  a 
recognized  interest  in  and  knowledge  of  the  problems  of  public  welfare, 
who  must  be  residents  of  the  county  for  two  years  prior  to  appointment. 
The  members  are  appointed  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court;  at  least 
two  must  be  women  and  not  more  than  three  may  be  adherents  of  any 
one  political  party.  The  terms  of  the  first  appointees  are:  One  for  one 
year,  two  for  two  years,  and  two  for  four  years;  and  thereafter  the 
terms  are  four  years.  The  board  holds  a  regular  meeting  once  a  month, 
the  August  meeting  to  be  known  as  the  annual  meeting,  and  it  may  hold 
other  meetings  pursuant  to  call.7  Its  duties  are  to  appoint  the  director 
of  public  welfare  Who  is  the  executive  and  administrative  officer  of  the 
department  and  serves  as  secretary  of  the  board;8  to  receive  and  ad- 
minister gifts  and  bequests  of  personal  property  and  income  from  real 
estate  for  the  benefit  of  children  under  its  supervision  or  of  any  home 
or  institution  caring  for  neglected  or  dependent  children  under  its 
supervision;  to  invest  any  funds  so  received  by  it,  such  investments 
being  kept  in  a  special  fund  and  not  commingled  with  funds  received 
from  taxation;9  and  to  adopt  an  annual  budget  for  the  department 
for  consideration  by  the  county  council.10 

The  director  of  public  welfare  must  give  bond  not  to  exceed  five 
thousand  dollars,  approved  by  the  judge  of  the  circuit  court  and  filed  in 
the  office  of  the  clerk.11  He  appoints  with  the  approval  of  the  board,  all 
assistants  in  the  department  from  eligible  lists  established  by  the  state 
department,  and  fixes  their  salary.12  As  executive  officer  of  the  depart- 
ment, he  exercises  all  the  rights,  powers,  and  duties  conferred  by  law 
on  the  department  under  the  rules,  regulations,  and  orders  of  the  state 
and  county  boards,13  and  compiles  the  annual  budget  for  submission  to 
the  board.14  The  director  of  public  welfare  performs  the  functions  of

supervision  of  any  court  having  jurisdiction.15 

The  department  of  public  welfare  is  charged  with  the  administra- 
tion of  assistance  to  dependent  children  in  their  own  homes;  old-age 
assistance;  services  and  assistance  to  persons  otherwise  handicapped; 
the  care  and  treatment  of  dependent,  neglected,  and  handicapped  child- 
ren; children  in  danger  of  becoming  delinquent;  and  such  other  welfare 
activities  as  are  delegated  to  it  by  the  state  department  including  services 
connected  with  assistance  to  the  blind.  The  department  makes  reports 
to  the  state  department  as  directed  by  the  latter.1"  The  department  also 
administers  provisions  and  benefits  of  the  Federal  "Social  Security  Act" 
of  August  14,  1935." 

All  expenditures  for  assistance  and  administration  of  the  depart- 
ment are  paid  from  the  county  welfare  fund  raised  by  a  separate 
tax  levy,18  to  which  are  added  such  repayments  as  may  be  made  under 
legal  liability  by  recipients,  their  parents,  children,  or  other  persons 
liable  for  their  support.19  The  county  receives  reimbursement  of  certain 
proportions  of  its  expenditures  from  the  state,  and  a  part  of  any 
Federal  funds  granted  to  the  state,20  to  be  paid  into  the  county  welfare 
fund.  All  claims  for  administrative  expenses  are  subject  to  allowance  by 
the  board  of  commissioners.  Claims  for  assistance  are  not  so  subject  but 
are  determined  by  the  department  and  approved  by  the  director.21 

The  auditor  keeps  the  records  relating  to  the  county  welfare  fund 
and  other  financial  transactions.22   The  department  keeps  such  records  - 
and  accounts  relating  to  assistance  as  the  state  department  prescribes.** 
All  records,  except  applications  for  assistance,  awards,  and  modification 
and  revocation  of  awards,  are  confidential.24

XXIV.  SURVEYOR 

The  surveyor  is  a  constitutional  officer,  elected  for  a  two-year  term, 
without  restriction  on  reelection.1  He  must  give  bond  in  an  amount  fixed 
by  the  board  of  commissioners  of  not  less  than  five  thousand  dollars.3 

Prior  to  the  Constitution  of  1851,  the  surveyor  was  a  statutory 
officer  appointed  in  Boone  County  at  its  organization  in  1830,  by  the 
Governor,  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  1818,3  and  by  the  board  of 
commissioners  by  an  act  of  1831." 

The  surveyor  has  charge,  under  the  direction  of  the  board  of  com- 
missioners, of  all  surveying  and  civil  engineering  work  of  the  county, 
including  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for,  and  supervision 
of,  the  construction  of  all  bridges,  turnpikes,  roads,  and  levees.6  He 
supervises  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  all  ditches.6  He  also 
has  charge  of  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  county  highways,7  unless 
the  board  of  commissioners  employ  a  highway  supervisor.  The  board 
of  commissioners  of  Boone  County  has  employed  the  surveyor  as  high- 
way supervisor,  as  permitted  by  statute.8 

For  private  parties,  the  surveyor  takes  acknowledgments  of  mort- 
gages and  deeds  for  the  conveyance  of  real  estate,9  and,  upon  request, 
makes  surveys  and  establishes  lines  and  corners  of  lands.10 

The  surveyor  is  required  to  preserve  a  copy  of  the  original  field 
notes  of  the  surveys  of  the  townships  in  his  county11  and  a  record  of 
all  surveys  made  by  him.12

XXV.    HIGHWAY  SUPERVISOR 

The  highway  supervisor  of  Boone  County  is  appointed  by  the  board 
of  commissioners  under  the  authority  of  an  act  of  1933  and  serves  at 
the  will  of  the  board.  The  board  may  appoint  the  surveyor  or  any  other 
person  to  the  office;  in  the  event  they  do  not  make  such  appointment, 
the  duties  are  performed  by  the  surveyor  without  additional  compensa- 
tion. In  Boone  County  the  board  of  commissioners  has  appointed  the 
surveyor  to  serve  as  highway  supervisor.1 

From  1879  to  1913  the  board  of  commissioners  was  constituted  by 
the  general  assembly  a  board  of  turnpike  directors  for  the  management 
and  control  of  county  highways.2  This  board  was  abolished  by  an  act  of 
1913  and  the  office  of  superintendent  of  highways  was  created.  This 
officer  was  appointed  by  the  board  of  commissioners  and  placed  in  charge

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of  highways.3  This  office  was  abolished  in  1933*  and  the  duties  of  the 
superintendent  of  highways  transferred  to  the  surveyor,5  unless  the 
board  of  commissioners  appoint  a  highway  supervisor.6 

The  highway  supervisor  has  general  charge  of  the  repair  and 
maintenance  of  county  highways,  bridges,  and  culverts;7  maps  all  high- 
ways, dividing  the  roads  into  districts,  giving  each  road  a  separate  name 
or  number  and  setting  forth  the  length  and  character  of  each  road  and 
the  kind  and  volume  of  traffic,  for  the  purpose  of  uniform  maintenance;8 
exercises  police  power  in  the  control  of  highways  and  may  fix  the  limit 
of  loads  for  any  highway,  bridge,  or  culvert;0  establishes  standards  for 
maintenance  according  to  topography;  nature  and  volume  of  traffic  and 
the  availability  of  repair  materials;  and  makes  a  complete  itemized  esti- 
mate of  the  cost  of  repair  and  maintenance  of  highways,  bridges,  and 
culverts  for  the  annual  budget.10 

The  records  of  the  highway  supervisor  are  maps  of  the  highway 
system  made  by  him;11  reports  of  work  in  progress;12  monthly  reports  to 
the  board  of  commissioners  of  all  work  done;  and  an  annual  report  of 
his  work  with  a  complete  statement  of  all  expenditures  under  his  super- 
vision.18

The  agricultural  agent  of  Boone  County  is  appointed  by  the  director 
of  agricultural  extension  service  of  Purdue  University,  subject  to  the

The  office  of  county  agent,  commonly  called  agricultural  agent,  was 
created  in  Boone  County  in  1913.  This  agent  was  appointed  annually 
by  Purdue  University,  subject  to  approval  of  the  state  and  county  boards 
of  education,  upon  petition  by  residents  of  the  county.  The  state  paid 
part  of  his  salary.2 

The  duties  of  the  agricultural  agent,  under  the  supervision  of  Pur- 
due University,  are  to  cooperate  with  farmers'  institutes,  farmers'  clubs, 
and  other  rural  and  civic  organizations;  to  conduct  practical  farm 
demonstrations,  boys'  and  girls'  clubs  and  contest  work,  and  other  move- 
ments for  the  advancement  of  agricultural  and  country  life;  to  give 
advice  to  farmers  on  practical  farm  problems;  and  to  aid  the  superin- 
tendent of  schools  and  the  teachers  of  the  county  in  giving  practical 
education  in  agriculture  and  domestic  science.3 

The  records  of  the  agricultural  agent  consist  of  reports  of  his  activi- 
ties, to  Purdue  University,  under  its  direction.
